Ottawa, Feb. 1. — In the House of 
Commons today Hon. Wm. Paterson, 
acting Minister oj; Finance, brought 
down the main estimates. For tho 
fiscal year ending March 31st, 1910, 
the total is $110,489,774, as compared 
with $129,788,173, the total amount 
granted for the year ending March 31 
next. Tho decrease is therefore $19,- 
298, 395. but from this will have to bo 
deducted the amount of the supple- 
mentary estimates, if any. Last year 
these supplementary amounted to ten 
millions. Of next year's estimates, 
$S0,07S,624 is on consolidated fund ac- 
count and $30,111,150 on capital ac- 
count. The principal decrease on capi- 
tal account is $13,S70,00Q for railways 
and canals. 

The principal decrease In consolidat- 
ed fund expenditure is $S, 000,000 on 
public works. Militia expense is re- 
duced $062,000, and arts, agriculture 
and statistics $585,000. To pay the in- 
terest on the public debt $14,104,000 is 
required, as compared with $12,303,000 
for the present year. The militia de- 
crease largely is made up of $310,000 
for annual drill and $131, S12 for en- 
gineer services. 

In the estimates for British .Colum- 
bia appears an item of $25,000 for a 
quarantine station at Prince Rupert. 
The following votes also proposed: 
Improvements on tho Columbia river, 
$20,000 : Eraser river ship channel, 
$25,000; general lake and river repairs, 
$8,000; channel, Okanagan to Dog lake, 
$10,000; Skeena river, $0,000; William 
Head quarantine, $5,000; dredge plant 
in British Columbia, $150,000; dredging, 
$125,000. Revotes are proposed of 
$25,000 for a public building at Fernie; 
$77,500 for public building at Lady- 
smith; $00,000 for the same at Van- 
couver, and $43,000 for a public build- 
ing at Victoria. 

Two new, county court judges are 
provided for In British Columbia, re- 
quiring votes of $2,6CG for each. 

This was tho first real work day of 
the session. Tho House went into 
supply during tho evening sitting on 
the estimates brought down by Mr. 
Patterson and by the time adjournment 
was taken several items under tho 
heading of civil government were pass- 
ed. Thero was an air of business about 
tho House which has been steadily 
lacking during the past few days. 

The government bill to provent tho 
payment or acceptance of illicit or 
secret commissions was introduced by 
Hon. A. B. Aylesworth and read for tho 
first time. Tho minister explained that 
there was a clause at present in tho 
criminal code prohibiting the receipt 
of secret commissions In the case of 
employees of the government or mu- 
nicipal bodies. Tho proposed measure 
went a step further and made it illegal 
on tho part of any agent or employee 
to take a secret commission. Mr, 
Aylesworth added that tho bill was 
based on a lav/ passed two years ago 
by tho British parliament. 

Dr. Barr Introduced the bill ho 
fathered last session facilitating the 
crossing of railways by telegraph, tele- 
phone, electric light, and power com- 
panies' lines and by water mains. 

Mr. Morse's resignation from the 
Grand Trunk Pacific was brought up 
by Mr. Armstrong. Hon. G. P. Gra- 
ham emphatically .denied that tho 
government had brought about the 
resignation, and the statement that 
they had notified Mr. Hays that Mr.

Caracas, Jan. 29.vla Port of Spain, 
Feb. 1. — In accordance with instruc- 
tions from Senor Alcantara, Minister 
of the Interior, the. attorney-general 
will bring suit in T the federal court 
against Ciprlona Castro, tho former 
president of Venezuela, on the charge 
of having instigated tho assassina- 
tion of President Jose Vincents Gomez, 
Minister Alcantara's communication 
to the attorney-general was accom- 
panied by a large quantity of docu- 
mentary proof, which, It was stated, 
"was collected at tho investigation 
Into an abortive plot against the life 
of Vice-President Gomez in consti- 
tutional charge of tho presidency." 

Continuing, the Minister says in his 
communication: "Tho documents show 
that tho black conspiracy which, hap- 
pily was frustrated by tho presence 
of mind of Supreme Magistrate, was 
tho result of suggestions, advice and 
orders of General Castro." 

In accordance with article 95 of tho 
Constitution, which gives the federal 
court Jurisdiction over this accusation, 
the minister requests tho Institution of 
tho necessary proceedings. The court 
has already decldod that adequate 
proof has beo nfurnlshed for the be- 
ginning of action against Genoral 
Castro.

President-Elect Taft and Party 
Pay Visit to Work"" at 
Culebra 



Culebra, Panama, Fob. 1. — W. H.. 
Taft and tho engineers accompanying 
him reached here today on a special 
train, and made a detailed examina- 
tion of the 14 miles of the Culebra cut. 
The fact that tho existing plans for' 
the lock and dam at Gatun are satis- 
factory to tho visiting engineers lias 
created a local feeling of optimism, 
and fears of delay In the completion of 
the work have been relieved. 

Will Settle Question. 

If tho official report of the engineers 
accompanying Mr. Taft is favorable to 
tho work already done on tho Panama 
Canal, and the despatches from tho 
Isthmus intimato strongly that they 
will take this view, the controversy be- 
tween those who favor a sea-levol 
canal and tho adherents of the lock 
system probably will be ended. The 
present plans for locks and the ap- 
proval of tho engineers will mean tho 
completion of tho project on this basis. 

Panama, Feb. 1. — That Mr. Taft is 
acting as pacifier In the factional 
feeling, which at times is very marked, 
is shown by the fact that Invitations 
have been sent to both President Obal- 
dia and Signor Elins, at one time op- 
position candidate for the presidency, 
to tho dinner and reception arranged 
for tomorrow by Herbert Squires, tho 
United States Minister, in lienor of tho 
American president-elect. 

Mr.. -Taft this afternoon called upon 
ex-President Amador, who is IN. Ex- 
President Amador and President Obal- 
dla have not been on friendly terms 
for a long time because of political 
differences. Mr. Taft wishes to make 
It plain that his cordiality is towards 
Panama as a whole, and not towards 
one or another political faction, and 
ho has endeavored -during his stay hero 
to treat all men and all parties in the 
same cordial manner. Bffth sides of 
tho controversy, which has arisen 
through the commissary system, will 
be given a hearing, but he will make 
no recommendation with regard to tho 
treaty which refers to trie question of 
arbitration. Without doubt tho com- 
missary will continue, although so- 
called luxuries will bo eliminated. Mr. 
Taft has expressed full confidence in 
tho Judgment of Secretary Root in this 
mattor. 

Prior to the visit of Mr. Taft and 
the board of engineers to tho Culebra 
cut today all dynamite was removed 
from tho workings, so that all possibil- 
ity of accident to the president-elect 
might be avoided. Although not speak- 
ing for publication, the engineers do 
not conceal their satisfaction at tho 
feasibility of the Gatun dam. Chief En- 
gineer Lt.-Col. Goethals and tho army 
engineers engaged in the construction 
work aro much gratified at tho results 
of the investigation of tho special en- 
gineers. Col. Goothals said today that 
naval vessels would sail through tho 
lock canal by Jan. 1, 1915.

PERSIST WITH OILLS 
AGAINST JAPANESE 



California Legislators Not Im- 
pressed With Letter From 
President 



Sacramento, Cal., Feb. 1.— President 
Roosevelt's letter to Governor Gillett 
•on tho Japanese, question, made public 
today, apparently has not converted 
Grove L. Johnson, the author of the 
bills prohibiting Japanese from being 
members of corporations and providing 
for their segregation. 

"It has no more effect on me," he 
said, "than water on a duck's back. 
I have not changed my mind in the 
least about the wisdom of enacting 
these anti-Japanese laws." 

A. M. Drew, author of tho bill pro- 
hibiting aliens from holding land in 
the state, said: "After a cursory read- 
ing of the letter, I am determined to 
stand for the bill as it has been 
amended. As to the president's views 
In this latest letter I take no excep- 
tion, but I do believe that Secretary 
Root In I the letter enclosed by the 
President' takes nh unwarranted stand 
against alt legislation proposed against 
the Japanese. My object in introduc- 
ing tho land bill, I frankly state, was 
to keep Japanese from getting a foot- 
hold in California. They are not and 
should not bo allowed to become 
citizens of this country, and they 
should not have the right of property 
ownership. 

"Wo are confronted with a serious 
situation in this regard, and I shall 
make every effort to havo measures 
preventing all aliens from owning land 
passed through tho legislature." 

The rules wero suspended in the 
Houso today and tho Drew bill pro- 
hibiting alions from owning land in 
California was received as amended by 
tho author and as passed upon by tne 
Judiciary committee. The measuro will 
be the tlrst order of business on Wed- 
nesday. Louis L. Lulllard, chairman 
of tho assembly Democratic caucus, 
said today that tho minority had not 
yet declared upon a course of action. 

In his letter to Governor Gillett, 
President Roosevelt quotes from a let- 
ter of former Secretary of State Root 
to Governor Gillett, and from a memor- 
andum, pointing out that Mr, Root saw 
no objection to a law which treated all 
aliens alike, but to avoid conflict with 
tho, constitution such statutes should 
contain an expressed provision, except- 
ing from their operations any rights 
secured by treaty between the United 
States and foreign nations. Mr. Roose- 
velt says that this view has his cor- 
dial endorsement.

Difficulty Over Bulgaria's Pay- 
ment to Turkey Reaches 
Settlement 



BURDEN iS TRANSFERRED 



War Between Two Countries 
Was Likely While Dead^ 
lock Continued 



St. Petersburg, Feb. 1.— The Turko- 
Bulgarlan deadlock over the amount of 
money to" bo paid to Turkey by Bul- 
garia because of the Bulgarian declara- 
tion of independence is practically 
broken, and the war cloud in south- 
eastern Europe has been dissipated by 
the acceptance of a plan proposed by 
Russia, which reconciles in a novel 
manner tho Turkish claim of 120,000,- 
000 francs ($24,000,000) and tho Bul- 
garian offer of 82,000,000 francs ($16,- 
400,000). This plan is based on tho 
war indemnity of 8,000,000 francs 
($1,600,000') a year which hi accord- 
ance with the Berlin treaty of 1878, 
Turkey is to pay to Russia for a hun- 
dred years. Those payments bear no 
interest. Tho Russian proposal is to 
remit them until tho Turkish claim 
against Bulgaria is satisfied. Russia 
will collect, instead, 82,000,000 francs 
from Bulgaria in similar instalments. 
These payments will bear interest, and 
tho amount of this interest will recoup 

Bulgaria has formally assented to 
this proposal, and the Russian govern- 
ment has assurances that the plan 13 
satisfactory to Turkey. 

The settlement of the Turko-Bul- 
garian difficulties, it is stated in well- 
informed circles. Involves the recogni- 
tion of the Empire of Bulgaria, whoso 
proclamation of independence pre- 
cipitated the crisis. \As soon as the de- 
tails of the arrangements have been 
worked out, tho protocols will bo 
signed. 

It is understood that Turkey will 
take the lead, in racognizing Emperor 
Ferdinand not waiting for a conference 
of the powers to do so. Tho other 
powers- will perforce follow this ex- 
ample. The Russian scheme also will 
obviate the necessity for international 
control of Bulgarian finances, which 
would have been almost Inevitable had 
Bulgaria been forced to float an ordin- 
ary loan to cover tho payment for the 
railroad and the Rumelian tribute. As 
It is, Bulgaria will not bo so .burdened 
as it would be to keep up the miltary 
establishment. Tho settlement is a 
great relief to the Russian officials, 
upon whom the task fell. Last week 
they professed optimism on the ulti- 
mate result of their diplomatic nego- 
tiations, but they now admit that war 
betwoen Bulgaria and Turkey was an 
imminent possibility unless tho dead- 
lock were broken. 

Boycott Raised 

Vienna, Feb. 1. — It is announced 
from Constantinople that the grand 
vizier has informed Marquis P. Al- 
lavlneinl, tho Austro-Hungarian am- 
bassador, that the Austrian boycott has 
been raised. , 
Powers Approve. 

London, Feb. 1.— A despatch to tho 
Times from St. Petersburg says that 
tho powers have approved Russia's 
plan for the payment of the Turkish 
claim against Bulgaria, which is to 
cancel sufficient Installments of the 
Turkish war indemnity to enable Tur- 
key to borrow the sum of 125,000,000 
francs ($25,000,000) demanded from 
Bulgaria, Bulgaria undertaking to re- 
imburse Russia to the extent of 82,- 
000,000 franco ($16,400 000) by tho an- 
nual payment of 7,000,000 francs for 
interest and sinking fund. Thus In- 
stead of receiving 8,000,000 francs year- 
ly from Turkey, Russia will draw 
5,000,000 from Bulgaria. 

In an editorial the Times says with 
reference to Russia's sacrifice in Bul- 
garia's interest: "Seldom has it seem- 
ed possible to attain so many and 
such varied ends of high importance 
at so small an outlay. Russia may 
well bo proud of the minister who 
conceived so statesmanlike a design. 
M. Iswolsky has taken a step which 
deserves tho gratltudo and admiration 
of all Europe." 

Death of Parish Priest. 
Belleville, Ont., Feb, .1.— Rev. Father 
Twomey, parish priest of St. Michael, 
died at noon today. He had been ill 
for some days. 



Horses May Come in 

Windsor, Ont., Feb. 1. — Tho collector 
of customs today received word that 
tho quarantine existing against tho 
admission Into Canada of horses from 
tho state of Michigan has been with- 
drawn. Cattle are still prohibited from 
entering. 



Savings Bank in Trouble 

Boston, Feb. 1. — An injunction to 
restrain the Greenfield Savings bank, 
of Greenfield, Mass., from receiving or 
paying deposits was issued today by 
Judge Sheldon of the Supremo court, 
at the request of Savings Bank Com- 
missioner Pierre Jay. Tho batik ac- 
cording to its last statement, has de- 
posits from 7,000 depositors, amount- 
ing to $3,069,318. Its assets totalled 
$3,138,879. Its surplus was $107,785, 

Lincoln Anniversary. 
Washington, Feb. 1. — Without 
amendment the senate today passed 
tho liouse hill making February 12, 
19C9, tho 100th anniversary of the birth 
of Abraham Lincoln, a legal holiday 
and recommending Its colebration 
throughout tho United States, for 
which purpose tho President Is author- 
ized to !££ut a special proclamation. 
The bill also declares that as a part of 
a national memorial to Lincoln, thoro 
may be built a highway from Wash- 
ington City to tho battlofleld of Get- 
tysburg, to bo known ns "tho Lincoln 
Way." An appropriation of $50,000 Is 
made for a survey of plans and esti- 
mates fpr such a highway.

Why he should be notified that hla 
tender for sand and gravel had hecn 
accepted and a few dp.ys later be In- 
formed that His tender did not comply 
with tho resolution passed by the 
council that tho contract should bo 
awarded to tho lowest tenderer who 
had complied 'with the specifications, 
was the subject of a lengthy communi- 
cation from Haggerty & Company, 
one ol" the tenderers, to tho city coun- 
cil and read at last night's meeting of 
that body. 

Alderman Turner brought up the 
matter by asking for an explanation 
and also asking why it was that a let- 
ter written by Mr. Hicks, another ten- 
derer, was nol read at the last meeting 
of the council when the letter was in 
the hands of the city. Mr. Hicks had 
written pointing out that if Ills tender 
were accepted the city would save 
some $4,000. He it was who, at the 
last meeting, was referred to as "a 
slraw man," and whose tender was sar- 
castically referred to. 

Answering Alderman Turner's ques- 
tion Mayor Hall explained that the 
letter from Mr, Hielcs was In the hands 
of the city clerk and had been pinned 
to the report of the city engineer and 
purchasing agent who had passed upon 
the tenders, but It was overlooked. 
The city engineer had attempted to 
get in touch with Mr. Hicks and had 
even wired to Vancouver, but not a 
trace of liim pnu Id be feu nil. Part of 
the tender £or sand and tilling had 
been given to Grant and Llneham and 
part t<> tho Haggerty Company, and he 
had asked the city clerk to so notify 
them, but later it was discovered that 
Haggerty and Company had not com- 
plied with the specifications, which 
called for Information as to where the 
tenderer proposed to get the material. 
Haggerty and Company had stated 
that the material it would supply, 
should it be given the contract, would 
not come from Spring Ridge, but it 
failed to say where the company pro- 
posed to procure it. 

Called It a Shame. 
Alderman Henderson declared it to 
be a shame that at tho last meeting 
the aldermen were dubbing Mr. Hicks 
a "straw man" and casting doubt upon 
his bona tides and all the time his let- 
ter was In the hands of the city. 

A communication from Haggerty and 
Company pointed out that in the ten- 
der submitted by them it was stated 
that the radius within which It was 
proposed to deliver the gravel was 
from Spring Ridge to tho postoftlce, 
but nothing was said about getting the 
gravel from Spring Ridge. 

Alderman Hendersan believed that 
the Hicks' tender was the cheapest all 
round, but Alderman Stewart declared 
that according to figures compiled by 
tho city engineer, It was not. On the 
contrary, Mr. Hicks' tender would cost 
tho city about $S,000 more. The Hag- 
gerty tender, excluding Smith's Hill 
reservoir, was that much lower, and 
including Smith's Hill, about $10,000. 

Alderman Humber, referring to the 
guarantee of the B.C. Sand and Gravel 
Company, that that concern would sup- 
ply Mr. Hicks with all the material he 
needed, stated that It was a very 
funny thing that Mr. Hicks could put 
in a tender at a lower figure than the 
B.C. Sand and Gravel Company, which 
also had put In a tender. 

Finally the matter was referred to 
the mayor and city engineer to look 
Into and report to the council. 

Disturbed the Sabbath. 
Because the Vancouver Portland 
Cement company. Tod Inlet, had 
been allowed to take one of the city's 
rock crushers, or at least one of the 
parts thereof, and because the com- 
pany took occasion to send its men 
Into the city and do the work of dis- 
mantling the machine on Sunday, the 
council received a protect from Mr. 
Wescott, superintendent of the Meth- 
odist Sunday school at Spring Ridge, 
who protested against city workmen 
working on the sabbath. " That the 
crusher had been Interfered with was 
news to the majority of the alder- 
men, Aldermen Henderson .and Fuller- 
ton asking for an explanation. Mayor 
i Hall stated that the company's ma- 
chine had been put out of business and 
J as the city is getting a great amount 
; of cement from Tod Inlet and unless 
•the company could he furnished tem- 
! porarlly with a part of the city's ma- 
; chine the supply of cement would be 
ijcut off and thus several of tho city's 
I cement gangs laid off. it had been 
"I considered best that the city's machine 
should supply the remedy. 

Alderman Turner took the respon- 
sibility of tho whole matter. He had 
consulted with the city engineer and 
as it is Impossible to get a supply of 
cement from the city dealers It was 
felt that tho Vancouver Portland Ce- 
ment company should be assisted. 

Mayor Hall declared that the men 
seen by Mr. Wescott were not city 
employes but employes of the company 
He had told Mr. Wescott that on Sun- 
day night when the latter had called 
him up on the tolephone and why the 
protest should have then been sent In 
he could not understand. 

Must Comply With Tender. 
The Taylor Mill company, to whom 
the contract for lumber and wood 
blocks for paving purposes was award- 
ed, will not be allowed to chango the 
provisions of the contract which the 
city solicitor had prepared for the sig- 
nature of the company. The contract 
calls for the delivery of 17,000 paving 
blocks per day if required but the so- 
licitors of tho company, Messrs Foil & 
Gregory, in returning the draft agree- 
ment to the city changed this amount 
to 100,000 blocks per month and not 
exceeding 7, GOO per day. This change, 
the city solicitors pointed out In their 
communication to the council, would 
reduce the dally amount to about 4,000 
blocks per day. 

On Alderman Pullcrton's suggestion 
the council decided that no chango 
can be allowed In tho specifications 
which must he carried out to tho let- 
ter. 

The city solicitors also wrote that 
they had arranged to have the matter 
of the level crossing over tho E. & N. 
railway, in Victoria West, which tho 
board of railway commissioners had 
order closed, again come before the 
commissioners on February 27 whon 
tho board will sit here. Tho city's ap- 
plication, tho solicitors ■state will bo 
shnrply contested by the railway com- 
pany, The matter was referred to tho 
legislative committee, 

Josiah Collins, chairman of the com-

The Trades 
and Labor council desires that its 
iiuggcstions be embodied in a bylaw. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Coles, Dansdown 
road, wrote complaining of the dam- 
age done to her property by tlie pass- 
ing to and fro of herds of cows. Her 
communication was tiled. A byluw is 
now being prepared to deal with such 
cuses. 

School Board's Needs. 

The school board forwarded Us esti- 
mate of the sums required for tlie cur- 
rent year's expenses of maintaining 
the schools. The total, which aggre- 
gates $110, T)0, is made up as follows: 
Janitors' salaries, $G,000; fuel, $3,000; 
board expenses, $1,500; furniture, $4,- 
000; supplies, $2,ii00; repairs and alter- 
ations, 50,000; lire insurance, $1,000; 
miscellaneous, $1,700; teachers' salar- 
ies, SSI, 000. Tlie board's estimates will 
be considered when the city's estimates 
for tlie year are prepared. 

Tlie Sisters of St. Joseph applied for 
exemption from water rates and pro- 
perty tax| The request was referred 
to the finance committee and th'j wa- 
ter commissioner. 

A communication from H. Stadtha- 
gen, called attention to the fact that 
it is about time to stop using tlie name

ment League, and protests against tlie 
name Vancouver which, hp asserts 
should be replaced by the namo Vic- 
toria. Mr. Stadthagen thinks there 
is too much free advertising of Van- 
couver when Victoria should get it. 
Only Ono Tender 

Tenders for printing and binding the 
annual reports of tlie city were re- 
ceived from but one concern, the Vic- 
toria Printing and Publishing coin- 
panv, whose tender was $1.28 a page. 
Last year the figure was ninety cents 
per page. The tender was referred to 
tlie finance committee. 

A lengthy communication from John 
Staples complaining of tho way the 
city foremen drive tlie men and declar- 
ing that the foremen only need tlie 
"slave driver's whip," to make their 
equipment complete was received and 
filed. 

A resolution instructing City As- 
sessor Northcott to start on the work 
of assessment and to have the roll 
returned by May 15 was passed. Tho 
question of the appointment of as- 
sistant assessors will be taken up 
later. 

The Annual Loan Bylaw authorizing 
the city to borrow $250,000 wherewith 
to carry on the city's affairs until such 
time as tile taxes are due was put 
through its various stages. 

The application of tlie W. C. T. U. 
mission for the continuance of tlie 
monthly donation of $25 which tlie 
city contributes towards the mainten- 
ance of the mission was referred to 
tho finance committee. 

Civic Legislation 

The legislative committee's report 
was adopted as follows;

We havo approved the outline of an

ders committee of tho legislative as- 
sembly. 

We gave consideration to the fol- 
lowing bylaw legislation required and 
have approved u form of byluw regu- 



lating the driving of dairy cows and 
cattle through the city streets and re- 
commend that same bo Introduced next 
meeting of tho council. 

Wo recommend to tho council the 
bylaw requested by tho parks board. 

Your committee heard certain re- 
commendations from the pound keep- 
er and havo referred same to the city 
solicitors for report. 

Bylaw dealing with subdivisions and 
certain buildings in tlie residential 
quarter to be dealt with at the next 
meeting by this committee. 

Tho finance committee report was 
adopted as read: 1 ' ' 

Your Finance Committee having con- 
sidered tlie various matters referred to 
them, r Deg to report as follows: 

First — Communication from B. C. 
Building News, wo recommend that the 
city does not at present take advantage 
Of their offer. 

Second — Wo recommend thnt a grant 
of $100 be made to tho Ladles' Guild of 
the Scamens' Institute. 

Third — That tlie date for payment of 
wages be fixed on the 6th and 20th of 
each month, or as nearly as possible 
to this date. 

Fourth — Re communication of Mr. It. 
Sword regarding an illustrated book en- 
titled "Victoria, The City Beautiful." 
We recommend that the city do not as- 
sist this enterprise at present. 

Streets Committee Report. 

The report of the streets, bridges 
and sewers committee was adopted 
as follows: 

1. Communication of Major C. T. 
Dupont, calling attencion to the con- 
dition of Fort Street, between Stanley 
Avenue and Oak Bay Avenue. 

Recommended that Major Dupont bo 
Informed that tlie work of construct- 
ing the proposed new cement sidewalk 
will be commenced at once, and that 
the council havo under consideration 
a proposition for tho paving of the 
street from the junction of Yates and 
Fort Street to Mount Tolmle Road. 

2. Communication of Crease & 
Crease and Messrs. Beavan Bros. et. 
al., ro rock left on Davie Street, and 
also- requesting that the roadway bo 
improved. 

Recommended that the writers bo 
informed that the street is to be 
made as a work of local improvement, 
and that the work will be undertaken 
as soon as the weather is favorable 
to allow of the work being carried on 
iti the most economical manner.

MONTREAL SHAKEN 



Three Shocks, Supposed to Be Earth- 
quakes, Arouse People From 
Thoir Sleep 



Montreal, Fob. 1.-— Was there a scr- 
ies of earthquake shocks last night 
and oarly this morning? was the 
question being asked by everyone to- 
day. Tho seismographs at McQlll 
University failed to record any of tho 
three shocks folt, but this Is ex- 
plained by the fact that tho Instru- 
ment Is an old one, and not to bo re- 
lied on. The shocks were not regis- 
tered at Ottawa or Toronto on tho 
Instruments, which aro up-to-date and 
reliable. Nevertheless Montrealors were 
awakened from their sound Hleep this 
morning by a, jar like that of an ox- 



plosion. At the newspaper offices 
down town the shock was not felt, and 
the first known of the earthquake was 
when people rang up asking where tho 
explosion was. Tho queries of this 
nature come from points throe miles 
or more apart, and all on the upper 
level of the city, so that the evidenco 
that there were three shocks felt Is 
conclusive despite the lack of corro- 
boration from tho seismographs. No 
damage Is reported but many people 
were much alarmed. 



FOUR DIE IN FIRE 



Lancaster Township Farmer and Three 
Members of Family Perish in 
Burning House 



Brantford, Ont, Feb. 1,— A fire 
which destroyed tho homo of Philip 
Vanslckle in .Lancaster township on 
Saturday morning resulted In the 
death of Vanslckle, ills son, Martin, 
his daughter, Lydia, and his son-in- 
law, Harry Vanslckle. Tho fire was 
first noticed by another son, who re- 
sides on an adjoining farm, but before 
assistance could reacli the place the 
whole house was a mas3 of flames. On 
breaking open a rear door, Martin Van- 
slckle was found laying against it. He 
was still living, but expired in a few 
moments. The bodies of tho remain- 
ing victims were found In the ruins.

That to investigate past methods of 
carrying on civic works when what Is 
needed is to adopt some system which 
will guarantee the future economical 
and efficient conduct of the city's af- 
fairs is a waste of time is the advice 
tendered the city council by J. Stu- 
art Yates, whose communication was 
read at last night's meeting of the 
council. Mr. Yates wrote as follows: 

Gentlemen — While I have watched 
with a good deal of interest the investi- 
gation which has been and .'s still being 
carried on by you to ascertain how 
much (if any) of the ratepayers' money 
has been lost by the methods adopted 
by recent councils in the employment of 
labor, 1 think that nothing will be 
gained as the result of that investiga- 
tion which cannot be attained in a simp- 
ler and more expeditious manner. As to 
what lias been spent — that is gone, and 
there is no uso in "crying over split 
milk." 

I would suggest that instead of oc- 
cupying your valuable time in harass- 
ing examinations of various officials 
and citizens, eliciting that some one 
had a watch or something else presented 
to him and which only tend to per- 
sonal animosities, you should close your 
enquiry as to the past deficiencies and 
adopt the following plan In regard to 
any future civic work of a comprehen- 
sive character. 

First, fix a unit of work. By "unit" 
I simply mean a certain measure or 
quantity of work. For example, If you 
have a mile of pipe to lay, let your 
unit ju say. 500 of 1000 feet. Second, 
call for tenders of as many units of 
the work, as you boo fit, always, how- 
ever, retaining a certain number to bo 
(lone by day labor. Then let out part 
of the work by contract and do the rest 
by day labor. By tills means you will 
lie aide to compare the two systems 
on tin- same class, of work and I ven- 
ture to say that by the end of the year 
the question as to whether contract 
work or day labor is 'jest in the interest 
of the citizens w oil Id cease to be a mat- 
ter of conjecture for theory. You would 
then have the results of practical expe- 
rience as a guide for future councils. 
Trusting you will accept this suggestion 
in the spirit In which it is given as 
coming from one who has the city's 
best interests at heart.

Some 
time ago the city advertised for tend- 
ers for the corporation veterinary 
work. The tenders were opened at 
last, night's meting of the council, 
wren only two bids were received, one 
from Dr. Richards, who offered to do 
the city's veterinary work for $20 
per month, and the other from H. A. 
Brown, who, in addition to his ser- 
vices, will supply necessary medicine 
for $300 per year. Dr. Hamilton who 
has hitherto done the city's work 
wrote the council as follows: 

Victoria, January 29th, 1908. 

Gentlemen, — I notice that you have 
invited tenders, as per advertlsemnt 
in the Colonist and Times, for the 
corporation veterinary work. 

I regret to Inform you that the code 
of professional etiquette of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 
of which I have the honor to be a 
member, will not allow mo to so tender 
my services. Such a course, I may 
say, would be condemned most strong- 
ly by the authorities of the college, 
and would also Jeopardize my pro- 
fessional standing and expose me to 
the most severe censure, and very 
possibly result In the erasure of .my 
name from the official register of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

Under the circumstances, I feel sure 
you will excuse my committing the 
grave mistake of thus entering into 
open competition. 

In coucluslon, may I say that my 
professional services will always be 
at the disposal of your honorable 
body.

Louis Kelly, Who Escaped Last Sum- 
mer, Once More an Inmate of 
Penitentiary 



New Westminster, Fob. 1. — Secure in 
his belief that at last he had obtained 
freedom and was in a position to en- 
joy life, Louis Kelly, an escaped half- 
breed from the provincial penitentiary 
in this city, decided to settle down and 
take a wife.

Winnipeg Sitting is Commenced — Sov- 
eral Complaints to Occupy Its 
Attention 



Winnipeg, Feb. 1.— Within n few 
days the men concerned In tho murder 
—of Mike Sajar at Elkoni will bo put 
on trial. Ever since tho crime the 
provincial police have been working 
on the case, and through the confes- 
sion of a Qallclan named Krafenko 
they now have enough evidence to 
secure a conviction 

Krafenko was a member of a gang 
committing depredations of all des- 
criptions through Western Canada, 
but was not at Elkorn at the time of 
tho murder. He is now doing time 
in Manitoba penitentiary, and has 
confessed the whole affair. The threo 
men implicated In the murder are 
now serving serving short terms for 
minor crimes, and It Is alleged that 
tho names of guilty parties are Powell, 
Blake and Hanson, and it Is believed 
the former llred tho fatal shot. One 
of these men now In Lethbrldgo polico 
barracks, another Is nt Kenora, while 
the third Is In Winnipeg. 

To theso crooks are traced many 
crimes, including a $2,000 fur robbery 
at Kenora, snfe breaking at Stonewall 
and Bcascjour, housebreaking at Win- 
nipeg and ninny minor crimes through - 
out tho provlnco. The confession of 



New Westminster, Feb. 1, — The large 
party of nearly a hundred surveyors 
and helpers who have been engaged 
for several months past on the prelim- 
inary work of the big reclamation 
scheme to be carried out at Sumas 
Prairie by tho British Columbia Elec- 
tric railway has suspended operations 
till the cold weather is over, and it 
Is expected the work will be resumed 
in March. 

The work Is tinder tho direction of 
Stirling B. Hill. C.E., of' Seattle and 
live parties in all are engaged in the 
work. 

One party is engaged in compiling 
figures of the amount of water in each 
stream flowing into the district to be 
reclaimed, so that it will be known 
what capacity will be required at the 
pumping stations. Another party is 
carrying on boring operations to as- 
certain the depth and class of soil in 
all parts of tho land to be reclaimed, 
while a, third is running lines for tho 
proposed dyke. 

The other two parties are doing the 
preliminary work on what will be the 
most Important feature of the under- 
taking, tho laying of Immense pipe 
lines for tho carrying of water from 
the Veddor river to the pumping sta- 
tions and a powerhouse. It Is Intend- 
ed to operate the pumps by water 
power from tho water coming Into tho 
lowland for the purpose of operating

Steamship St. Louis Crippled 

New York, Feb. L — With the lower 
part of her rudder broken off by heavy 
sens which she encountered In mid- 
ocean, the American liner St. Louis 
reached port today, having been steer- 
ed by her twin screws since tho acci- 
dent. The two lower sections of tho 
rudder were carried away by a heavy 
confused sea during a southeasterly 
gale on Thursday at 4 o'clock. The 
speed of the ship was reduced to thir- 
teen knots an hour during the remain- 
der of the gale, and until the rough 
seas suibsided, after which it was 
found possible in smooth water to 
steer with thew remaining portions of 
the rudder. Tito St. Louis came up 
tho harbor under her own steam, tow- 
ing two tugboats, which acted as rud- 
ders.

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COMOX-ATLIN. 

There is to be a contest in Comox- 
Atlin and we have letters which say 
Jlr. Templeman hay his work cut out 
for him. It has never been the policy 
of the Colonist to take a very active 
part in by-elections in other constitu- 
encies than Victoria and those in this 
neighborhood, and as at present ad- 
vised it does not intend in the present 
instance to depart from this course, 
although much will depend upon what 
is developed during the campaign. In 
an election in such a constituency as 
Comox-Atlin it i.s not very much use 
for any newspaper to concern itself to 
any great extent, because of the diffi- 
culty of reaching the great majority 
of the voters. In that constituency 
there area little over 3,000 names upon 
the list and they are scattered over an 
area a thousand miles long and consid- 
erably inure than a hundred wide. 
Comox-Atlin takes in the provincial 
constituencies of Alberni, Comox, 
Skeena and Atlln, There lias never 
been a federal election contested in 
this constituency since it was formed, 
but in the last provincial election Al- 
berni and Skeena went Liberal and 
Comox and Atlia Conservative. The 
aggregate vote gave the Conservatives 
a majority of less than 100, according 
to the returns at hand. The returns 
in the Parliamentary Companion are 
incomplete as far as Atlln is con- 
cerned. The total vote polled in the 
four constituencies was not more than 
one-half their present voting strength, 
but since that time there has been a 
very considerable addition to the num- 
ber of voters. The result on the face 
of these facts seems to be doubtful and 
there is not much else, from which 
one can form any reliable opinion. A 
"straw" vote taken in Prince Rupert is 
said to have shown a Conservative 
majority there before the last Domin- 
ion election. There seems to bo a con- 
sensus of opinion that, if .Mr. Sloan 
had been taken into the Cabinet, ins 
election would not have been con- 
tested; but on the other hand there is 
said to be a strung feeling among the 
Liberals that they should have been 
consulted by their late representative 
before he undertook to hand tile con- 
stituency over to .Mr. Templeman. How 
strong this feeling is it Is of course 
very d if lieu It to say, because owing to 
the scattered population it is impos- 
sible to arrive at any general expres- 
sion of opinion. Mr. Templeman and 
his friends very naturally expect that 
tin; prestige attaching to his tenure of 
a place in the ministry will offset tin; 
fact that he is very little known per- 
sonally in the constituency and the 
feeling of indignation evinced by 
some of the Liberals; but such a view 
is very little more than a guess. 

As a matter of fact not much pres- 
tige has attached to the Ministerial 
position in .Mr. Templeman's posses- 
sion. Upon no point in which British 
Columbia lias a special interest has he 
made any effort on behalf of the pro- 
vince. Take one matter, which has 
special relation to Comox- Atlln, the 
halibut fisheries in Hecate Strait. This 
is one of the most important questions 
arising in connection witli the coast- 
wise waters id' British Columbia. Two 
years ago .Mr. .Sloan brought it up in 
tile House of Commons and made a 
speech, which attracted much atten- 
tion. Among those whom it Impressed 
was Mr. Bryce, British Ambassador at 
"Washington, who in a speech delivered 
before, we think il was, the Canadian 
('lull at Ottawa, spoke of the import- 
ance of the issue raised. Vet since then 
Mr. Bryce has negotiated a treaty for 
tiie settlement of fishery questions be- 
tween the United States and Canada, 
and Hecate .Strait dues not seem to 

have been mentl d in it. It would 

be very interesting to learn why it 
was nut mentioned. It would lie in- 
teresting to barn if Mr. Templeman 
backed up Mr. Sloan's contentions and 
endeavored to secure action on the 
part of his colleagues to preserve the 
rights of Canada in these valuable 
fisheries. If lie did so and failed, can 
lie explain the reason of his failure'.' 
If lie did not do so, why did ho permit 
the important questions raised by Mr. 
Sloan to drop? We rtre not making 
any argument just now against Mr. 
Templeman's election, but aro only 
citing one instance to show that, In 
his case, the prestige attaching to a 
ministerial office is more Imaginary 
than real. The contest is one in which 
Mr. Templeman has everything to gain 
and nothing to lose. II' he is elected 
lie will remain in the ministry for tile 
remainder of the parliamentary term; 
if he is defeated, he will have to place 
Ills office at the disposal of the Prime 
Minister.

A few months ago we had the privi- 
lege of hearing Lord miner's ideas on 
this subject, and of the possibilities of 
tiie Mother Country adopting the prin- 
ciple within a few years. At that time 
1 took occasion to refer to the move- 
ment towards reciprocity with Canada, 
which had taken shape in the United 
States. That movement is gaining 
force. It has behind it strong interests 
aiming to secure the Canadian mar- 
ket, but we must realize that in our 
present condition any reciprocal ar- 
rangement with the United States 
would be detrimental to our railways, 
industrial, commercial and general In- 
terests, and that from a national point 
of view It would mean a cutting away 
from, instead of a drawing closer to 
our own people, and it Is as certain as 
certain can bo that commercial union 
with the United States would -iooner or 
later mean political union. 

Men prominent in politics and in 
commerce in Hie United States have 
for years been looking with longing

have opened their eyes to her also, and 
so tiie desire is spreading. The ques- 
tion of how Canada could be controlled 
has been considered by many, and dif- 
ferent methods advocated. 

Mr. Drummon then quoted from Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie's "The Empire of 
Business," published in 1902, In which 
lie said lie would tax highly all Can- 
adian products so long as Canada con- 
tinued subordinate to the European 
power." He believed Mr. Carnegie was 
now in favor of reciprocity, but if his 
Ideas as to the methods had changed 
was there any reason to believe that 
there had been any change in the ob- 
ject? 

Looking at the question of reciprocity 
with the United States apart altogeth- 
er from imperial preferential trade or 
British connection, while 1 can see 
much that would be to the benefit 
of the United States I can see practi- 
cally nothing but loss to Canada. We 
have mortgaged great national assets 
to build transcontinental roads so as 
to increase the trade between the cast 
and the west. Reciprocity would di-l to be under 
vort the trade to the south. 

Wo have been building up our na- 
tion industrially, agriculturally and 
otherwise, and, taken as a whole, re- 
ciprocity would bo damaging, and in 
many cases disastrous, to all our in- 
terests. Wo have reached a point in 
national development where success Is 
assured. We must guard our position, 
ami guard it carefully. 



While we do not agree with Mr. 
Drummond when he says that com- 
mercial union would lead to political 
union with the United States, that is if 
by commercial union he means reci- 
procity only, we are heartily in accord 
with the other views expressed by 
him. Speaking of commercial union 
witli the republic It may be pointed 
out that there is a wide difference 
between Mich a relation and reci- 
procity. The latter only implies that, 
for certain concessions In the matter I 
of the tariff on the part of one coun- 
try, the other would make some com- 
pensatory concessions. Commercial un- 
ion would mean a tariff common to the 
two countries and we can hardly see 
how such an arrangement would be 
possible without leading sooner or lat- 
er lo political union. We fall to see 
how such an effect would necessarily 
follow from reciprocity. Hut it is not 



a knowledge of how the Pelopponesus 
was divided among the ancient Greek 
states and an ability to trace the 
mythical voyage of Ulysses; but that 
lie should know such vulgar tilings as 
the accessibility of Canada In the 
winter time from the sea. it was real- 
ly asking too much. Mr. Lloyd- 
Oeorge's observation shows that nut 
only is there a class of people who 
look upon a knowledge of geography 
as superfluous, but that a man may 
be a statesman prominent in the con- 
trol of the destinies of an empire and 
yet be ignorant of rudimentary facts 
concerning that empire, in these days 
when the physical character of coun- 
tries and their geographical relations 
to each other are the very essence of 
'International politics, it seems not 
unreasonable to suggest that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer ought nut 
the opinion that Canada 
is closed to the direct commerce of the 
United Klnghom for live months of 
the year. Before he ventures to ex- 
press an opinion as to how geograph- 
ical facts will bear upon any line of 
trade policy, one would suppose that he 
would have taken the trouble to In- 
form himself of those tacts. It is 
very hard to know Just what can In; 
done to dispel the cloud of Ignorance 
of Canada which exists in certain 
quarters of the United Klnghom. How 
can it be made known, so that even 
Mr. Lloyd-tieorge will not be ignorant 
that the harbors of St. John and Hall- 
fax and others less important on tho 
Atlantic coast of Canada are less Im- 
peded by Ice and winter fogs than the 
port of New York, and that Canadian 
| purls on the Pacific are as free as the 
I harbors on the Mediterranean. 
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The schooner Black Diamond floated 
off the rocks at the rapids in a few 
hours, having sustained no injury. 

— The Nor' Wester, 
published at Red River, says: "Unless 
wo are annexed to tho Dominion this 
country can never enjoy great pros- 
perity, but It Is essential to our welfare 
that British Columbia be also annexed 
us soon as possible. Tho day is ap- 
proaching when our interests will bo 
more identified with the Pacific than 
with the Atlantic. Canada can raise 
her own breadstuffs; British Columbia 
■cannot, (?) But she can supply us 
when the good time arrives with the 
precious metals, lumber and sea fish. 

"Ritualism" at Cariboo. — Much lias 
been said about the laxity of morals in 
Cariboo, but that arose from Ignorance 
of tho subject on the part of those dis- 
cussing the matter. Tiie Sentinel of

Vagueness is tin- chief source 
of strength of Socialism, it is only 
when one trios to come to close quar- 
ters with Socialism that Its vagueness 
Is fully understood. If there Is one 
subject more than another that stands 
in need of elucidation It is Socialism, 
but its exponents hold views so diver- 
sided that they cannot possibly be 
I reconciled. They apply the 'same 
terms to things that are dissimilar, 
and confusion is created that may 
well mystify tho ignorant. We have 
the familiar street-corner orators, 
who indulge in wild denunciation not 
only of every religious belief, but of 
ecery law, human ami divine, and then 
We have the drawing-room type of 
Christian Socialist, whose false econo- 
mies are liberally adorned with Scrip- 
tural texts. Socialism seems to range 
from the Sermon on the Mount to the 
doctrine of unadulterated hate. There 
are Socialists who dream of Utopias, 
and there are Socialists whose wisli is 
to turn nature upside down. The re- 
sult Is that Ideas get Jumbled, and 
anything like a clear issue Is out of 
tho question. Thl's Impenetrable 
mystery which surrouds Socialism Is 
its greatest source of strength. The 
best way to expose the hollowness of 
the proposals is to get people face to 
face witli actuality.

Parker Williams, M, P, P., 
Spoke on Speech From the 
Throne Yesterday 


The debate on the consideration of 
the Speech from the Throne, the issues 
of which have been worn threadbare 
for days, went on In the legislature 
yesterday, and will „ continue today. 
Hon. F. I. Carter-Cotton, president of 
the council, will be today's speaker. 

Parker Williams, the Socialist mem- 
ber for Newcastle, occupied the time 
and attention of the House for more 
than an hour yesterday. He reviewed 
tile situation from the Socialistic point 
Of view, and threw in some startling 
figures of speech to lighten up the 
debate. 

He compared the attorney-general 
to dynamite, rather than adamant, 
basing the similitude, or rather the ex- 
pression, on a misprint in a Vancou- 
ver newspaper. The attorney-general, 
he said, was like dynamite in that 
when a match "was applied the material 
smoked, and fizzled, and gave forth an 
unpleasant odor, and caused head- 
aches. v 

The Japanese question was touched 
upon at some length by Mr. Williams 
also. C. \V. Munro, M.P.P. (Chilli- 
whack), and Dr. King (.Cranbrook), 
also spoke. 

At the opening of the session lion. 
Thomas Taylor, the newly appointed 
minister of works, was introduced to 
the Speaker by the premier and W. O. 
Ross, M.P.P. (Fernie). 

Parker Williams, M.P.P., (New- 
castle), continued " the debate on tin; 
consideration of the Speech from the 
Throne. He said .that the -"King's 
Speech" this session, had, like the 
work of the government, worked back- 
ward. The people of the .province need- 
ed rather tu .look . ahead, in. order to- 
advance. He said in part: 

"I, see by the speech that there was 
a little affair, down In Quebec to which 
the ;goveniinent contributed 510,000. It 
was some sort of vaudeville or panto- 
mime that had.no more to do with the 
people of British Columbia than with 
the people of Mars. The money could 
have been better expended right here. 
As for the ,- grand oTd man," whose 
death is referred to in the speech, al- 
though I have nothing but contempt 
tor what he represented, I may say 
that a glance at his face always left 
me feeling better than I was before. 
■ "As for the congratulations spent on 
the' people of Fernie for rebuilding 
their city; there is nothing surprising 
lnj this. The question is, why were 
these old shacks ever built for a lire 
to Como along and sweep them away 
like, tinder? Too much of the wealth 
of the- Crow's Nest lias been carried 
away by eastern capitalists. The way 
of the miner himself would' still bo 
froih the mine to the morgue, from 
the morgue to the graveyard. 

"I suppose it is in order to congratu- 
late thu new minister of works upon 
his appointment, but it was high time 
that something was done. The depart- 
ment was two and a half years behind 
lijj Us work. While the premier was 
gbirjg about , the province with a 
microscope looking for the heeds of tho 
people, It was an absolute' impossibil- 
ity to get tho stupefied lands and 
works department to do its work. I 
hope the new minister is a live man, 
anyway. I hope he will have enough 
energy to say whether ho will do a 
thing or not. 

"When the member for Rossland said 
that favoritism had been shown- in 
the expenditure of the public money, 
the premier's attitude was one of pain- 
ed surprise. The government takes 
absolutely no notice of opposition dis- 
tricts. ln~my "own district I asked for 
$10,000 aiid was given $6,000. I know 
of a Conservative member who asked 
for $0,000 and got Su. 000. In a district' 
nbtione .thousand . miles from Vuncou-. 
ver, the appropriation is about $tlo per 
capita of population; in Newcastle it 
is 35.50. 

"The second member for Victoria 
spoke of the grsat prosperity of the 
province. Yet during thu year many 
thousands of dollars were spent to feed 
the unemployed in the province. The 
honorable gentleman is a Tory of four 
hundred' years ago. lie was a boat- 
puller for Noah, at the time of that 
famous fishing expedition. In the same 
year that the gentleman spends large 
amounts feeding the unemployed, the 
sum of-$li;,000 was spent to bring in 
iiottlers. 

■■ "The price of coal seems to be a 
problem in the city of Victoria, ac- 
cording to the honorable second mem- 
ber for that city. No doubt it is pro- 
voking that the people in the country 
where tho coal is produced should have 
to pay more than the people in Seat- 
tle, but this Is one of the results of the 
CQnditions under which we are living 
today. The great utilities of the 
country are given to private Indivi- 
duals who use them for making profits 
for themselves. They are quite justl- 
llod in doing this ,lf they are given the 
riglit. ThQ policy pursued by the coal 
companies in this case is simply the 
"dumping'-' of their surplus product in- 
to the " Washington market at a low 
price, and making the people here pay 
the t difference, if the gentleman im- 
posed an export ' tax, it would only 
servo to reduce the production and 
thus to lessen the number of men em- 
ployed in the mines. 
■ "I beliovo there Is a law on the 
statute books of British Columbia 
which forbids the exportation of coal 
to be . sold at a lower figure than that 
maintaining in the province. Every 
year scores of men are arrested on the 
Bi & N. for breaking such pettifogging 
laws as the game regulations, while 
this other law is never enforced. 

"The fluctuation in the price of cop- 
per during the past year in another 
result of the capitalist system. Eigh- 
teen months , ago the price of copper 
was 1:5 cents, and suddenly it dropped 
t& 10 and Pi cents. The speculation 
of capitalists thus caused bankruptcy 
and starvation in British Columbia, 
where the people had nothing at all 
to do with it. 

'"The government has been preparing 
to give Brlnco Rupert "sewers and 
streets. There is no doubt that Prince 
Itupert would like sewers and streets. 
But so would many little municipali- 
ties] I know,' but they must issue de- 
benture!:, and get those Improvements 
in the ordinary way. 

"The question lias been debated 
whether '.the constituencies represented 
fry Liberals and Socialists fare as well 
us those represented by. Conservatives 
Ip 'the "appropriations. Such little 
towns as Alexandra and Northlleld in 
my district have as many people, as 
S'uminerlnnd, Iledley and others. The 
latter are In Conservative ridings, and 
iio have eighl-foot iddowulks out past 
tlx; Just house In the town. 

"The' timber inojj nru t6 bo congrat-" 
ulttted on their. »er.ve v; A ,few years 
ago they had leases renewable" from' 
year to year. Then leases were given 



thorn for 21 years. Now they want 
more. Tho, government should compel 
them to carry on their work in the 
most economical and' complete way 
possible. If Andrew" Huslam would 
bother ills head less about labor trou- 
bles in tho lumber camps, and more 
about preventing waste In logging, ho 
would spend his time better. If the 
lumbermen have taken up more than 
the market needs in tho next 21 years, 
the lands should revert to the province. 
Dismissed for His Principles 
"As for the government agents re- 
fusing to give' the settlers in Nelson 
district roads unless they "vote right," 
1 do not think that Liberal members 
have any right to talk after tho Do- 
minion election campaign. Mr. To'm- 
pleman is at present up in Comox- 
Atlln trying to persuade, the formers 
to elect him as their representative. 1 
will remind you of an Incident in 
which Mr. Templeman took part. Be- 
cause he had the courage to hold opin- 
ions of his own, a grey-haired man, 
earning .$40 a month for sweeping out 
the Victoria postollice, was turned out 
of his job by Mr. Templeman. That 
Is thu size of the man who is a Cabinet 
Minister. 1 hope that tho people of 
Comox-Atlln will keep this man out of 
the House." 

At this stage John Oliver (Delta) 
asked for the name of the victim of 
the incident. 

"'His name is Andrew Johnson," re- 
plied Mr. Williams. 

The interruption of the member for 
Delta led to his being made the target 
for Mr. Williams' ire for a few mo- 
ments. The member for Delta had 
defined "speculator" the other day. Ho 
wondered if Sen. Bostock, who bought 
1.200 acres of land In tbe railway belt 
of, B.C. for $2 an acre by special order- 
In- council, was a bona lide speculator. 
Then Mr. Williams passed to the Asi- 
atic question. He said: 

"In the last election a great deal of 
time-was taken up in discussion of tho 
Japanese question. Since this House 
has been in session, practically no 
reference lias been made to It. This 
matter cannot be allowed to drop. Por 
a serins of, sessions the Legislature has 
passed bills discriminating against 
Asiatics, and these were invariably 
disallowed at Ottawa, It is possible 
that the election of five or six Con- 
servatives for Ottawa was the only ob- 
ject the government had in view, but 
it must Hot end there. 

"The salmon fishing of the province 
has passed completely into the hands 
of the Japanese. In the sawmills, in 
the whaling Industry, and -railroading 
Japanese are gaining ; tho ascendency. 
There are a number of them in tho 
Vancouver island - coal mines. On 
Queen Charlotte . island there is a 
quartz mine owned by a Jap, and this 
is practically a 'school for. Japanese 
miners. They are quietly creeping into 
farming. 

"A Jap would as soon shoot a phea- 
sant on a nest and take homo the eggs 
as not. They- do ' not care whether 
they exterminate the game or hot. Tho 
provincial police ' are eternally insult- 
ing men who get a little game, but 
why do they not watch the Japs in- 
stead? In South Africa, Australia and 
the United States, there are full- 
fledged race problem. B. C. will have 
one shortly. The people should take 
a position in the matter at once, 

"Just a short time ago the Japanese 
paper in Vancouver came out with tho 
following remark: 'We have, captured 
I he fishing industry in-' B. C, and we 
Intend tu keep it. That' Is their atti- 
tude. When the House opened a re- 
presentative of the Empire of Japan 
was present. He reminded me of an 
advance agent of the 'Devil's Auction.' 
His swagger in cocked hat and gold 
braid was amusing. 

"These people have their own pro- 
blems. Let them stay at home and 
solvu them. The government should 
re-enact those bills against AsiatJlo 
exclusion, and if the Tory delegation 
to Ottawa is any better than Its Lib- 
eral predecessor it will get them 
passed there. Let us treat the Japs 
as they treat us. Do not allow them 
to hold land here." 

The Province's Duty 
Passing to the question of the rights 
of the municipalities as opposed to 
those of the province, Mr. Williams 
said that the province should look 
after -the Improvements in the muni- 
cipalities. He referred to the recent 
outbreak of smallpox In Ladysmith, 
and said that tile government should 
pay tho entire bill for that. 

Dr. Young asked whether Ladysmith 
would carry out the ' board of health 
regulations in that case, sewerage and 
vaccination. Mr. Williams said that 
the sewerage was being attended to, 
but that it had not been decided yet 
whether vaccination was efficient. 

Continuing Ids remarks, Mr. Williams 
said that land cleared by the settler 
should be free from taxation fur twen- 
ty years. Class B coal lands should 
be subject to the wild lands tax. They 
should not be withheld from settlement 
as at present. He wanted to know 
whether there had been any prosecu- 
tions yet under tho factory act, and it 
not, why the act had not been en- 
forced. In conclusion he said: 

"The member for Delta has charged 
the attorney-general with persecution 
of the fishermen in his district. He 
said that the government is grossly in- 
competent of administering the affairs 
of the province. Yet in Nanaimo at 
tbe time of the bye-election be said 
that be would support a Conservative 
against a Socialist. He was ready to 
support unscrupulous adventurers. 
The- ultimate aim of our party is to 
embody the "home" idea In the na- 
tional iife. It will come, too, and when 
it does we will have a museum for the 
bewhiskered monstrosities who retard- 
ed progress, and there we will have 
the honorable member for Delta." 
The Member for Chilliwack 
C. W. Munro (Chilliwack) followed. 
After reviewing the progress made in 
his own district, he referred to the 
necessity of conserving tho resources 
of the province. 

"We should be careful," he declared, 
"When we consider that one-third of 
Vancouver island was handed over to 
a private company for the construc- 
tion of 70 miles o£ railway, it will 
teach lis it lesson." 

He said that the man who was will- 
ing tu go into the new country and 
hew out a home for himself should got 
a bonus. Referring to the visit of the 
minister of llnance and agriculture to 
Great Britain,' he said that his atteri-. 
lion had been called to the fact that 
a large immigration would result from 
this. There -was a danger in this that 
this class would drift back to our cit- 
ies and 'become a public charge. Ho 
hoped that ' attention would bo given 
them on their arrival in order that 
they might become, actual settlers. He 
then, passed to timber. 

"We have already a lumber aristo- 
cracy- in this province." he declared.. 
"Through the alienation of oul' re- 
sources we have created a wealthy 
class whoso influence has been felt 
and will be felt on this government. 
I am glad the government bus reached 
si stage where thoy wish to. stop, this, 
ana to 'put' a reserve On ' the 
lands, 



give tho lumbermen an interest In tho 
conservation of the timber. 
:."Tho attorney-general attempted to 
prove that our ihonorablo leader was 
not being met with loyalty in the par- 
ty. Nobody knows better than tho 
premier the difficulties he met with 
as leader of tho Opposition, and even 
as premier. Even today there are ex- 
amples of disloyalty un his side of 
tho house. I know of one, but I am 
auro tho premier is not worried, for 
the honorable gentleman only wants 
the job himself." 

In closing, Mr. Munro brought in a 
resolution on behalf of the Opposition 
expressing the regret of that body 
that the government had not seen lit 
.) recommend the handing over of 
personal property and reTenuo taxes 
to tho municipalities. Dr. Kink (Cran- 
brook) who folohved, seconded the 
resolution. 

Hon. P. J. Carter-Cotton will open 
the debate today. 







FEATURES OF A WEEK 
IN LEG1SLAIHRE 

Railway Legislation and Rail- 
way Prospects Take a 
Prominent Place 



Now that the preliminaries incident 
to the opening of the session are pret- 
ty well over, tho Legislature is grad- 
ually getting down to business, and It 
is probable that the important work 
planned by the Government tor this 
session will shortly be taken up across 
the Bay. A brief review of the main 
features of the- week in the Legisla- 
ture may be found interesting. 

By Priday tho debate on tho con- 
sideration of the Speech from the 
Throne had been all but wound up. 
Tin- Socialist contingent still hail 
something to say, but for the most 
part the Opposition members who had 
something to say agaluat the govern- 
ment had relieved their souls fully. 
Tho member for Delta, challenged tb 
find grounds for criticism of the ad- 
ministration, burned midnight oil, and 
came to the House to announce that 
"the grievances oT the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia' made life a burden" to 
him. Tile Leader of the Opposition, 
too, In an able and dignified address, 
threw down the gauntlet to the Prem- 
ier and his associates. 

Railway Policy v 
Of the subjects taken up 'hitherto 
In the debate in the House, the rail- 
way question is of the greatest im- 
portance to the people both of Victoria 
and of the province In general. The 
matter was Introduced by the Premier, 
In his reply to the Leader of the Op- 
position, when he announced that tlitf 
Government was negotiating with the 
Canadian Northern, and hoped to in- 
duce that road to enter the province' 
at no distant date. Tills was in reply, 
to ..Air. Macdonald's statement that the 
present administration had not given 
adequate encouragement to railway 
construction In B.C. 

Since the Premier's announcement 
tho air' has been full of railway talk. 
Mi". D. D. Mann, who has been in Vic-: 
torJa: to- -consult the Government aueut 
the -Canadian Northern proposition, 
has 'spoken cheer! ngly about the In- 
tentions of that road towards B.C. 
The public now looks to the advent of 
the Canadian Northern as a settled 
thing. The member for Okanagan. 
speaking on Priday after the Attorney- 
General, exhorted the Government, to 
make Victoria the terminus of the 
Canadian Northern In B.C. He voiced 
the sentiments of an extremely large' 
number, In making that plea. 
As for railroads kr general, the At- 
torney-General took up the Govern-- 
mcnt's policy on Priday, and replied 
specifically to the charges of inactiv- 
ity brought by the Leader of the Op- 
position. He cited facts — the weapon 
used by lilm throughout his address 
that day — and proved that during the 
term of tho administration something 
like live hundred miles of railway lias 
been "constructed in this province. 
There was, he said, no longer any use 
of giving subsidies to railroads. The 
Province . holds out sufficient induce- 
ments of Itself to the railroad-builder. 
Land Laws Discussed 
The land laws came In for a great 
deal * Of 1 attention In tho debate. All 
manner of-' charges were brought 
against the Government by the Op* 
position speakers in this connection. 
The grievance is a hardy, perennial, 
but this session it seemed to lie a lit- 
tle more aggravated than usual. The 
old cry of -'speculator versus settler" 
was used with- telling effect, not only 
by tbe Leader of tbe Opposition, but 
by all of his followers who took the 
iloor, notably, of course, by the mem- 
ber for Delta. 

It was beginning to look very black 
for the Government, as the various 
speakers levelled . charge after charge 
of the Government's favoring of spec- 
ulators, especially of the United States 
variety. But at last the Attorney* 
General arose to speak, and tbe 
charges seemed to evaporate of a sud- 
den. When he stated that a matter 
of seven million, seven hundred and 
ninety thousand acres of the public 
land was reserved strictly for bona i ' 
fide settlers In B.C., It began to look ' 
as If, after all, there was hope for the 
state. 

Liquor License 
So, too, with the much-vexed liquor- 
license question. The Opposition made 
great talk of tho alleged fact that the 
transferring of tho administration of 
licenses In the unorganized districts 
to the Attorney-General's department 
wus a political move on the part of 
the Government. However, Mr. Bow- 
ser challenged the Opposition to fur- 
nish the name of one Liberal who had 
lost his license during the eighteen 
months In which the new system lias 
been working, and there was no reply. 

It is expected that the legislation re- 
garding the" irrigation ol the dry belt 
will be the most Important legislation 
before the House this session. It will 
be a lengthy bill, and probably a good 
part of the session will be given up to 
It. However, Important railway legis- 
lation Is also said to be pending, and 
the Interest railway matters have 
aroused in the House and In the lob- 
bies seems to point to the truth of 
this. 

A'ery little definite legislation has as 
yet. been Introduced. Tho bill to li- 
cense social clubs in the province, a 
measure fiercely attacked by the mem- 
ber -for Delta, is about the most ■ .Im- 
portant up to date.

Like Victoria, the Port of Glasgow 
Sees Necessity for Urgent 
Improvement

It is not only at this port that thorn 
Ik an urgent demand for increased 
drydook accommodation. Advices from 
Glasgow state that the question Is be- 
lllg' taken up there. It seems to bo 
taken for granted that the Clyde trust 
will provide tho greater drydocklng ac- 
commodations called for by tho In- 
creased dimensions of both war an3 
mercantile ships. A Glasgow corres- 
pondent says the shipbuilding industry 
will suffer greatly If a Dreadnaught 
dock is not provided m the Immediate 
future. Tho provision of such a con- 
venience at Goran or Renfrew would 
necessarily entail a further deepening 
and Widening of the navigable channel, 
and a popular view locally appears to 
be that this expenditure Is much more 
than the shipbuilding industry has a 
right to expect. Experts do not look 
at tho matter in that light. What they 
profess to see is that if Glasgow does 
not keep pace with the liner ports 
of tbe world — provide dorks, deep 
water and all the other facilities of an 
up-to-date port — It will lose the more 
important of the shipping it already 
has. 

It is pointed out, for instance, that 
the Allan line will shortly be compet- 
ing against larger vessels. Up to a 
point the company may be able to*do 
so profitably, but if White Star dimen- 
sions and Hamburg-American dimen- 
sions increase on the St. Lawrence 
route as they have un the New York 
route it may be compelled to build 
much bigger steamers than It possesses 
at the moment. If it does that and the 
Lccommodatlon on the Clyde is inade- 
quate, Its business is bound to concen- 
trate at Liverpool, Further, it may bo 
that the Anchor line's comparatively 
Slow development of the New York 
liners in the direction of size, is due 
lo limitations Imposed by Glasgow har- 
bor. The fact that It lias always had 
a steamer or steamers in its fleet 
right ui> to th i maximum of the river's 
accommodation Is suggestive. 

Holt Liners Too Largo 
It is probably still true that the 
biggest Ellerman-City liners and the 
biggest Holt Blue funnel steamers 
cannot bo comfortably worked at Glas- 
gow. There are scores of intermedin t>< 
vessels at un> rate of wiiln.i this 
might in; said, ami the number ill- 
j even year. Instead, therefor-', 
jeing a ease of providing docks 
and improving till! navigable channel 
tor tbe benetlt of shipbuilders, it is a 
shipping question of vital importance 
to the port. Sooner or later tbe local 
companies will have to light the big- 
ger, seamier, and deeper ships based on 
other ports, and the Clyde trust can 
baidly escape the obligation to back 
them up by spirited enterprise. 

As to where the new dock should bo 
situated there are several opinions, tho 
majority of which, however, ignore tho 
fact that the Ideal position of such a 
convenience would be as closo as pos- 
sible to tbe greatest ship repairing fa- 
cilities. For instance, a good place for 
a large graving dock on the Clyde 
would be somewhere between Bowling 
and Newark Castle, but obviously the 
labor costs and the transport of ma- 
terial costs would bo much heavier for 
a job done there than they would be 
for a job done at cither Go van or Ren- 
frew. That may look like a ship- 
building argument but it is not, be- 
cause tho shipowner who paid for the 
repair would be the gainer or loser. 
Between Govan and Renfrew there Is 
not much to ehoose, but what there Is 
favors Govan. Greenock's claim seems 
to bo hopeless, chiefly because tho tail 
of the bank Is beyond the area of the 
Clyde trust's authority. The- admiral- 
Ity has no money for a large drydock 
at Greenock or anywhere on tho Clyde. 
A Dreadnought dock on the river 
would be. a convenience to Its ships, 
but It already has all the drydocks It 
considers to be strategically necessary 
on tho West coast. Tho fact Is that tbe 
Clyde Is In greater need of this con- 
venience than anybody else, and If the 
Clyde docs not provide It nobody will.

DISCUSSED PIGGERY 

Municipal Representatives Deal 
With Much Routine 
Business 



Considerable routine business was 
transacted at last night's meeting of 
tho Oak Bay council. The only two 
questions of anything like .special im- 
portance that were, dealt with was 
whethor permission should bo granted 
a resident to establish a piggery within 
the conthies of the district and as to 
the advisability of allowing the re- 
moval of drift wood from the benches. 
With regard to tho former it was 
found that there was no authority to 
prevent tho breeding of porkers In Oak 
Bay as long as tho business did not 
become what could be termed a nuis- 
ance under the provisions of the bylaw 
dealing with the same. There was 
much discussion nnd some difference 
of opinion with reference to tho cutting 
of logs and the collecting of timber 
drifting on the shore. Some thought 
that it should be prohibited on tho 
ground that the wood acted as an ef- 
fective breakwater, saving the banks 
from being washed away. Others ar- 
gued that tho logs, at high tide, were 
thrown against the cliffs and tore 
away the clny. A third opinion was 
that tho municipality was going out- 
side Its power In dealing with the mat- 
ter as it was one coming within the 
purview of the province. Therefore 
nothing definite was done. 

Reeve Henderson occupied the chair 
and there were present Councillors 
McGregor, Noble, Newton, Colbert, 
Pemberton and Oliver. 

Committee's Report. 

A report was received from the 
roads, sewers and bridges committee. 

G. Murray had written asking the 
charge made by tin; municipality for a 
boat house at Oak Bay. Instructions 
had been given the clerk to inform 
Mr. Murray that a rental of 55 a year 
would bo Imposed. 

The Gonzales Land company bad re- 
quested a material reduction in the 
assessment of their property. It had 
boon moved that the Arm be told that 
the matter would be given serious con- 
sideration. 

The Upland Farm owners had want- 
ed to know how far the municipality 
would be prepared to go In the assist- 
ance of the development of their hold- 
ings. This had been placed In the 
hands of the law committee for in- 
vestigation. 

Tho board of school trustees had 
wanted steps taken towards grading, 
draining and gravelling the property 
on which tho new building was situ- 
ated. Tills had been submitted to the 
engineer for report. 

A report from tho water committee, 
after being read, had been discussed, 
a decision being reached that tho 
reeve of the Saanlch municipality -be 
communicated with and asked to act 
in conjunction with Oak Bay in what 
was proposed. 

It was moved' that the municipal 
clauses act be amended to give the 
Oak Bay district the same power as 
Victoria with reference to local im- 
provement work. This had carried. 

A decision was reached to remove 
the rock on Foul Bay road near the old 
schoolhouso. 

Those present had agreed that the 
regular fortnightly committee meeting 
be held on Thursday night previous to 
the regular session of the council. 

The committee's report was taken up 
seriatim. Only one amendment was 
made, the clause fixing a date for fu- 
ture committee meetings being struck 
out. 

The finance committee reported that 
local Improvements and school build- 
ing debentures to tho amount of about 
$9,000 and $">,000 respectively had also 
been sold. Authority had been given 
for their disposal at the best possible 
prices. Accounts to the amount of 
$2,347.95 had been ordered paid. 

On motion the report was adopted. 
Pigs or No Pigs. 

W. J. Palmer wrote asking whether 
pigs could be kept on his property. 

Councillor McGregor moved that Mr. 
Palmer bo informed that the council 
was doing as much as was legally pos- 
sible to prevent the establishment of 
piggeries in the district. 

Councillor Oliver, after pointing out 
that there was no by-law against the 
keeping of pigs in the municipality, 
moved in amendment that Mr. Palmer 
be told so. 

On being put the amendment was 
lost on a tie evote. The original mo- 
tion was annulled on a similar vote. 
After some discussion Mr. Oliver's pro- 
posal was put again and this time 
passed unanimously. 

To Move Wood. 

Messrs. James and Hudson and 
other residents asked permission for 
the removal of wood that they hail 
taken from tho Willows beach and cut. 
They also asked whether they could 
carry away tho drift wood. 

Councillor Pemberton protested. He 
claimed that the logs acted as a break- 
water and saved tho hanks from being 
washed away. He did not object to 
them taking possession of that which 
they had prepared, but his opinion was 
that they should understand that they 
wero not permitted to carry off largo 
logs. 

Councillor Oliver wanted to know 
what the municipality had to do with 
it. Ho argued that, wlille permission 
could be given applicants to move tho 
wood on the hanks, the council had no 
authority over drift timber. The wood 
belonged to the province. 

It was claimed by Councillor Newton 
that heavy drift timber would not pro- 
tect the banks, but would break it 
away, being washed against them by 
the sea at high tide. 

Finally a motion by Councillor New- 
ton, giving the applicants permission 
to move the wood they have placed on 
tho Willows beach was carried. 

R. Marion wanted something done 
towards the proper draining of Marion 
street. Tills was left in the hands of 
the engineer. 

The engineer recommended that lin- 
ing for the construction of permanent 
sidewalks on Foul Bay road be pro- 
cured from the Lineham, Grant Com- 
pany. It was decided that tho matter 
be left in that official's charge. 

Tho solicitor's report on A. Gore's 
claim for rental for rock placed on 
his property by tho municipality was 
submitted. 

Councillor Newtnn moved that the 
matter be left In the hands of tho 
finance committee with power to act. 
This was seconded and carried. 

It was moved by Councillor Oliver 
that the roads, sewers and bridges 
committee be instructed to preparo an 
outline of Instructions detailing the 
duties/ of tho municipality's constable. 

In tills connection the reeve stated 
that ho had seen hunters every morn- 
ing on tholr way to the. beach. He

had told the constable but his ex- 
planation was that the municipality 
had no authority over these men as 
long as they did their shooting below 
high water mark. That being tho caso 
tho reeve did not think that there was 
much good having a bylaw prohibiting 
discharging of fire arms within the dis- 
trict. 

Councillor Oliver's motion carried 
unanimously. 

Attention was drawn to a dangerous 
piece of roadway on the beach drive 
by Councillor Oliver. A fence had been 
put up which lessened the danger but 
It still was imperfect. He thought that 
tho engineer should bo instructed to 
act. 

On motion It was decided that tho 
property holders In that locality should 
he asked for permission to movj their 
fences back some feet temporarily. 

A bylaw authorizing the borrowing 
of $7,500 for general purposes was 
dealt with in the usuul way and car- 
ried. 

Other bylaws, namely, additional. as- 
sessment local Improvement No. 12, 
return nnd additional assessment Im- 
provement No. I I, return arid addition- 
al assessment No. l(i, and return and 
additional assessment No. 10, were 
submitted and carried. The meeting 
then adjourned. 



EXPLORE NEW GUINEA 

Leader of Arctic Expedition 
From This City Will Head 
One in South Pacific 



Capt EJnar Mikkloson, who with 
Ednest deK Leflingwell, headed the 
Anglo-American Arctic Exploration 
expedition which left here in tho 
schooner Duchess of Bedford, formerly 
sealing schooner Beatrice, on May, 21 
1900, and who is now In England where 
ho has Just published a book detailing 
his experiences in search for the un- 
known continent ho had believed to 
exist over the icefields in the Beau- 
fort sea, will start shortly on an ex- 
ploration trip through Dutch New 
Guinea, according to advices received 
from the explorer by friend-3 In tills 
city. 

The journey through Dutch New 
Guinea on which Capt. Mlkkelsen is. to 
start is an expedition being sent out 
by a scientific society at Copenhagen, 
the home city of the explorer, and Capt- 
Mlkkelsen has been in Holland making 
arrangements with tho Dutch govern- 
ment which has accorded him every 
assistance. Capt; Mlkkelsen expects 
to occupy about two years, and except 
during the preliminary Investigations, 
he will be the only white man engaged 
in the work.

COUNCIL SHOULD AWAKE 
TO NEEDS OF CITY 

Alderman Turner Believes City 
Must Be Prepared to Spend 
More Money 



"It is about time that wo got a. move 
on and awakened to tho needs of the 
city," declared Alderman Turner at 
last night's electing of tho city coun- 
cil, when urging that they immediate- 
ly undertako tho work of paving Hum- 
boldt street between Government to 
Douglas streets and Belleville street 
between Government street and Mc- 
Clure street. The objections made 
against thu proposed work by several 
of the aldermen led Alderman Turner 
to speak with some heat. He took 
exception to the suggestion made by 
Alderman Henderson that it would be 
better to let the work stand over for 
a time until other streets passed last 
year had been finished. 

"You say let it stand over for a 
time. Gentlemen you havo been doing 
that very thing for the past ten years 
to my knowledge. What we want to 
do is to get busy and make this city 
a city. Since our last meeting when 
wo decided to glvo more money for 
street maintenance I havo toad people 
come to me and say they wero glad 
the council Is prepared to spend money 
on street work. One man, the most 
chronic kicker, told me that he would 
gladly pay double what ho is paying 
provided he got value for his money. 

Tho notice of motion as submitted 
called for block pavement being laid 
on Humboldt street between Govern- 
ment street and Douglas street and 
block pavement on Belleville street be- 
tween Government street and McClure 
street with curb and gutter on the 
north side of the permanent sidewalk 
on Humboldt street and permanent 
sidewalks on both sides of Belleville 
street with curbs and gutter, the whole 
work to bo done on tho local improve- 
ment plan, the city to contribute one- 
third of the cost and in addition to pay 
tho amount assessed against the C. P. 
R., which under agreement between 
the city and tho company the city 
must assume. 

Should Not Undertako It 

Alderman Stewart thought that It 
would be wise to allow the Bellevillo 
street part of the programme to stand 
over. The city could not afford to 
pavo that street through to McClure 
when there aro other - streets which 
required attention. The city simply 
could not afford to do it though it 
might lix up that part of Belleville 
street with rock. 

Alderman Fullerton pointed out that 
the city would have to pay two-thirds 
of the cost, as it would have to assume 
the one- third assessed against the C. 
P. R- and It should not pledge itself 
to such an outlay when so many im- 
portant works must bo undertaken. 

Alderman Mable believed that the 
causeway should "bo done first but Al- 
derman Turner declared that before 
that work could be undertaken the 
other two streets should be paved so 
that there would bo proper provision 
made for tho heavy traffic which would 
have to go uround by Belleville to 
Douglas when the causeway work was 
under course of construction. Alder- 
man Turner gave an estimate of the 
cost of the work. To pave Belleville 
street from Government street to 
Douglas street would cost $13,125; 
Humbolt street from Government to 
Douglas street, $11,1G5 and the cause- 
way $23,G5G, a total of $47,940 and 
$7,000 more for that part of Douglas 
street between Humbolt and Belleville 
streets. . . * 

Alderman Turner while strenuously 
advocating that the work should be 
pushed ahead was willing to drop that 
part of Belleville street between Doug- 
las street and McClure street. 

Alderman .Mable stated that ho would 
like to see the streets around the hotel 
fixed up but the C.P.R. does not pay 
taxes, while there are other owners 
who do, owners on Store, Wharf and 
other streets where It is proposed to 
lay pavements and these latter streets 
should be paved first and Alderman 
Henderson advocated doing the cause- 
way first and then taking hold of 
Douglas street, which ho declared 
must be paved from St. John's church 
right through to Bellevillo street 
though that portion behind the hotel 
would probably not bo done for a 
couple of years owing to the steady 
settling of the ground. 

Aldermen Bishop and Humber sup- 
ported Alderman Turner, Alderman 
Humber advocating borrowing ' tho 
money, but Alderman Fullerton point- 
ed out that the city could not borrow 
the money but must pay for the im- 
provements out of. general revenue. 
City Solicitor Mann, however, stated 
that the work could be done as ono 
of local improvement, the city Issuing 
debei .i_rt and the cost could be as- 
sessed aguin.it the C.P.R. though that 
company's share would have to be paid 
by the cltj which would also have to 
pay i - s share of one- third ns in other 
works of local improvement. 

Alderman Raymond urged spending 
money on tho main streets, on the lead- 
ing trunk roads and letting the other 
streets stand over for a time. 

Alderman Turner's suggestion final- 
ly prevailed with the council, that part 
of the proposed scheme, the paving of 
Belleville street between Douglas 
street and McClure street being drop- 
ped and the resolution was amended 
by providing for either block or brick 
pavement. Tho curb and gutter on tho 
Humbolt street was also dropped, as 
provision for such has already been 
made and gutters are not required on 
paved streets. 

The matter of the proposed Improve- 
ments to bo made to Government 
street, between Toronto and Niagara 
streets, concerning which the city has 
been negotiating with tho owners for 
some months, was laid over until the 
next meeting. 



NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY 



Hears Lecture on Resources cf Island 
— A Curious Stone 



At the regular meeting of tho Na- 
tural History Society last evening, in 
answer to Mr. C. C, Pemberton, who 
exhibited a curious looking and very 
much water-worn stone witli several 
holes pierced through it, Mr. W. J. 
Sutton, M.E., F.R.G.S., stated that 
these holes were bored by a marine 
animal, which was not at all infre- 
quent in these waters, and which best 
throve at low tide. This animal al- 
most exclusively confined its peculiar 
operations to sand stones and its ro'r 
mains supplied proof of tho very in- 
teresting fact that this Island Is slow- 
ly rising — at the rate of perhaps a foot 
In a century. Ho promised to submit 
at an early date in tho future and 
from his own collection, specimens of

HERE AND THERE 



If the people of Victoria do not want 
the little boys who are guilty of of- 
fences ugainst the law to be sent to 
the reformatory, they must make up 
their minds to provide some other 
system by which such children can be 
kept from pursuing a career of crime. 
Boys who have learned to elude the 
vigilance alike of their parents and of 
tin; police cannot be allowed their 
freedom unless It is the duty of some 
one to see that they do not return to 
the path of wrongdoing. In Denver. 
Judge Lindsey seems to have solved 
the problem. But If we have a man 
here who has the qualities of head and 
heart needed to conduct the work of 
reform among children, he has not yet 
N been discovered. The folly of letting 
either children or their elders go on 
suspended sentence when It is no one's 
duty to observe how they conduct 
themselves Is evident to anyone who 
knows anything of children. To place 
any one, least of all, a child, amid the 
temptations to which lie had yielded 
not once, but many times, unci then ex- 
pect him to reform shows an ignorance 
I of human nature. If children are to 
: be released upon suspended sentence, 
! there must be a. probationary oflicer 
I whose duty it Is to watch them and to 
I whom they are required to give an ac- 
count of themselves at Intervals. if 
the officer placed In charge of this 
work loves children and if he is gifted 
I not only with zeal and sympathy, but 
| with wisdom, he can do great good, if 
on the cither hand be Is cold and hard. 
| or weak, his position will enable him 
I lo dn Infinite harm. Those who would 
! cure the evil of Juvenile crime most 
recognize that the task is a very diffi- 
cult one. 

I Not loss difficult, perhaps, but far 
| more hopeful, is the work of proven- 
I tlon. There is, in this city, no class of 
I homeless children. In the orphanages. 
Catholic and Protestant, all the boys 
and girls who are without natural pro- | 
tcctors are cured for. If mothers and 
fathers who live in comfortable homes] 
were to devote more time to their chil- 
dren, if they were to send them to 
school regularly and provide them I 
with rational amusement or suitable 
work after school hours, there would 
be little danger of their going wrong. 

Unless under pressure of absolute 
necessity, little children who are too 
young to know right from wrong 
should not be allowed to undertake any 
employment in the city. The wonder 
Is, not that so many children learn to 
take what does not belong to them, 
but that their pilfering does nut go on 
to a far greater extent than it does. 
Little boys, who have all their lives 
been allowed to help themselves to 
whatever was placed upon the table, 
are allowed to stand In the neighbor- 
I hood of fruitstalls, where oranges, ap- 
I pies and all sorts of dainties are dis- 
| played. What wonder If, new and 
I again, the temptation to carry away 
j some of the fruit or sweets i.s too 
strong to be resisted? From what ran 
scarcely be called dishonesty, the habit 
grows till the child has become a j 
thief whose character will not be res- 
tored without much self-dlsclpllne. 
] Nor is stealing the only habit which 
the child learns who is allowed to as- 
I soolate with those who are familiar 
With the ways of .sin. Mothers who 
j love their little boys should recognize 
| that the streets are the worst possible 
school for them. 

If all parents did their duty very 
few children would come up before the 
courts. Bad boys and girls would be 



them ugainst the forces of evil around 
them. The Toronto News says of 
him: — When ho came, the two ele- 
ments in this diocese, which in a largo 
measure represented the Canadian 
church, wore widely apart and keenly 
antagonistic.

If all children of school age were in 
school during the day, If little children 
were not allowed to leave their homes 
unattended and if many boys and girls 
wore home and In bed at a reasonable 
hour in the evening this problem of the 
child criminal, which is growing to be 
a grave one. would soon bo solved. If 
all mothers and all who are the friends 
of the mothers were to give their at- 
tention to the best way of managing 
their little boys, the time of the magis- 
trate and the officers of the law could 
be devoted to criminals who have ar- 
rived at a. maturer age than the little 
fellows who have been the subject of 
so much newspaper controversy.

The Indies in Hydeabad are very 
cultivated. They speak Persian, 
which was until lately the Court lan- 
guage In the Nizam's dominions, and 
they study Arabic. Indian music is 
heard in zenanas, and needlework is 
a favorite amusement. Beautiful gar 
dens are attached to the ladies' rooms 
In Mahomedan houses, and drives ar 
taken through the city in carriage 
and palanquins that allow the occu 
pants to see all that Is going on out 
side, but into which no eyes can pone 
trate, specially made curtains hanging 
before doors and windows. In Hyder- 
abad It is the ambition of every work- 
ing man to hang up curtains before 
tho windows and doors of his house, 
and thus make his wife and daughters 
"purdah ladies." Poor Mahammedan 
go out of doors In all parts of India 
enveloped In a sepulchral-looking 
white (often dirty) garment, with two 
little wire-covered holes to look 
through. To remain In the house un- 
seen Is a sign of gentility, and a Mo- 
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Gruyore and Roquefort Cheese, 

To make each Gruycre cheese, says 
a writer in an American journal, re- 
quires 225 quarts of milk. This is 
put Into an enormous caldron hung on 
a cross beam, so that it may be hung 
nearer or farther from the lire. The 
milk is heated to a great pitch, then 
the rennet is thrown into the caldron. 
The rennet is a sort of acid made 
from the stomach of the calf, and 
turns the milk, separating the white, 
solid mass from the water with 
which it was incorporated and making 
it thicken. When the contents of the 
caldron have again been heated to a 
degree, it is stirred with a huge iron 
comb. The greenish sort - of water 
rises to the top of the caldron and 
the cheese falls to the bottom, In the 
shape of little lumps, which are fish- 
ed out of the boiling hot liquid by aid 
of little bag-like sieves made of cloth. 
These as soon as filled arc emptied 
into wooden molds, and put under 
constant pressure. The cheese solidi- 
fies, losing all its liquid, and finally 
appears as a 'fine round moon, weigh- 
ing about 50 pounds. But the cheese- 
muklng process is not yet finished, for 
at the end o!.' 3fJ hours the cheese is 
put in a cellar, "to ripen," as it is 
called. The great presure has literally 
squeezed out of the cheese an infinity 
of little microbes. These microbes 
made the milk "turn," and they infect- 
ed the greater part of the watery sub- 
stance, being more or less expelled un- 
der the great pressure of the molds, 
but nevertheless, some of them re- 
mained, and these continue to ripen 
the cheese. This process of "ripening" 
goes on for six or eight months, dur- 
ing which time the cheese softens and 
"the eyes," or holes, begin to form. 

Gruyore cheese Is now also made in 
France, where. 40,000,000 francs' worth 
of It are eaten annually. It cannot be 
made everywhere. It requires certain 
conditions and regions, such as high 
mountain pasture lands, covered with 
all sorts of sweet flowers and herbs. 

Roquefort cheese, the cheese par ex- 
cellence, requires entirely different 
conditions. When eating It one need 
not call till green, grassy, upland pas- 
tures, or soft-eyed lowing cows — but 
woolly, bleating sheep, pink herbs, 
stony, mossy pasture fields, and black, 
musty caverns. In the region of the 
Cevennes mountains, in France, is 
situated the little village of Roquefort, 
known the world over for Its cheeses. 
It Is a curious little place, whose 
houses back up against a rocky cliff 
pierced with holes, where vultures and 
crows make their nests, whirling 
noiselessly about those famous caves 
where Roquefort choose is ripened un- 
der the ground. Above; these cliffs 
pasture the helled sheep, hungrily nib- 
bling the aromatic herbs, which grow 
between the rocks. A llttlo shepherd 
lad watches his flock all day, and at 
every tldo takes them back to tho 
sheep fold, where they tire milked by 
women In linen breeches. The milk, 
slightly warmed, Is left all night In big 
jars and tho next day mixed with the 
morning's milk. Here tho rennet is 
made from the stomachs of lambs. Tho 
soured milk is then poured into llttlo 
molds of varnished earthenware, and 
covered with moldy bread. This bread 
has boon dipped in vinegar, and allow- 
ed to mold for two months, and it 
makes the cheese "work," and gives to 
Roquefort a special flavor, as well as 
the greenish spots, which have made 
It justly celebrated among all cheeses. 
After several days tho cheese Is put 
through various operations, salted and 
scrnped, after which it is ready to 
leave tho sheep fold and be put under 
ground. The rocky cliffs, to which tho 
little houses cling like lichens, liave 
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made the fortune of the village of 
Roquefort. In their crevices, caverns, 
and cold, underground corridors tho 
cheeses are placed. These icy cold 
caverns are connected by little wooden 
ladders, and provided with rows of 
shelves. In this low temperature the 
cheeses arc left to mold without de- 
caying. The greater number of cold 
currents of air that a corridor pos- 
sesses, the greater is its value for ma- 
turing the perfect Roquefort. Tho 
cheese workers are kept busy tinder 
ground. After 15 days a moldy beard 
appears on the cheeses. It is a slight, 
downy mold, which should be perfectly 
white, close, and slightly humid. As 
soon as it has come to Its full growth 
It has to be shaved off with a sharp 
knife by the most skilful hands. Every 
eight days this operation has to bo 
gone through with, because tho beard 
continually grows. At tho end of 30 
or 40 days the growth stops, a crust 
Is formed, and tho cheese "ripens." 
The musty bread plays the part of tho 
good microbes in the Gruycre cheese 
when the greenish -blue veins develop. 
These veins of color are nothing less 
than innumerable growths of micro- 
scopic mushrooms. Finally tho cheeses 
are ready for market. Thus is made 
the Incomparable Roquefort cheese. 
Xowhere else in the world can Roque- 
fort bo made except in Hb native vil- 
lage. No end of efforts have been 
made In other parts of France, and 
other countries, but tho effort has 
ever proved useless. The geologic con- 
dition of the soil, the humidity, and 
the Icy currents of air, even in summer 
cause a kind of local monopoly, which 
bus been carried on at Roquefort for 
eight centuries. Gourmets all tho 
world over owe thanks for this deli- 
clous cheese to the llttlo village of 
Roquefort, in the Cevennes. At pre- 
sent tho sale amounts annually. to 
$25,000,000, or 125,000,000 francs.

FINE GROUNDS ASSURED 



Professional Bogie Again to 
Fore — Vancouver's Situ- 
ation Outlined 



The lacrosse fans are beginning- to 
discuss the season's prospects. It is 
' rather early yet- even to surmise nor- 
things are going to turn out but two 
points those interested are agreed upon 
namely, that if Victoria is going to 
have a successful team, organization 
must be commenced at once and that 
it will bo necessary to arrive at some 
understanding respecting the question 
of professionalism. 

To deal with the first mentioned 
prftblcm effectively is a difficult task 
but' one which might be assailed with 
gratifying results by those at the head 
of the local club because of the ex- 
perience they have gained in the past 
and on account o£ their unselfish and 
-whole-hearted zeal in the Interests of 
the Canadian National pastime. 
More Men Needed 
Victoria has some material that will 
form a splendid nucleus. That will 
he conceded by those who witnessed 
last year's matches In this city. The 
twelve available right now are good 
enough to enter and to carry off the 
highest honors in a provincial inter- 
mediate class, but is not of the calibre 
to win a senior league. Logically, 
therefore, It is Imperative that a num- 
ber of strong senior men, possessing 
a thorough knowledge of the sport and 
■willing to take an active part In the 
development of a fast team, be Induced 
to help solve the vexatious problem. 
Some Already Here 
Can those who arc wanted bo pro- 
cured? That la the question that 
naturally arises and it does not appear 
so hard to answer as those who are 
not in touch with lacrosse lore would 
bellove. Some months ago the presi- 
dent of the Victoria club, with a smile 
of gratification, announced that he had 
persuaded the Campbell brothers, nota- 
ble eastern players, to make their 
homes here. They are in the city yet 
and intend to stay. Others, it is be- 
lieved, have come since, while more are 
either on the coast or are in com- 
munication with local club members 
with a view to procuring positions of 
' sufficient attraction to turn their steps 
westward. It would seem that all that i 
Is necessary is a little energy 
woll directed enterprise to bring out 
the men who are wanted to place the 
team on such a basis that it could take 
the field against the Mlnto cup hold- 
ers without danger of being made to 
look like pigmies. , 

At present Foster Macgurn Is In De- 
troit visiting his relatives. He Is ex- 
pected back shortly. But there is no 
need that the work should drop during 
his absence. It should be, and It is 
believed it Is being pushed along by 
those who have taken his place. When 
ho returns, however, there Is no doubt 
that the plans will assume some de- 
finite shape and those who are desirous 
of witnessing the rebuilding of Vic- 
toria's lacrosse aggregation will not be 
disappointed, 

Grounds Assured 

There will bo no trouble during 1909 
regarding grounds. Last year that dif- 
ficulty was faced and surmounted, the 
Royal Athletic area being procured.

This Is moro Important than the 
general public may think.

From Van- 
couver, however, comes the ominous 
announcement that it is "professional- 
ism or nothing." 

Vancouver's Position

Service to Be Extended to Cen- 
tral and Southern Ameri- 
can Ports 



With the sailing nf the German 
steamer Klla from Hit outer wnurf on 
Thursday for Maiixunillo. Mazatlan, 
Aeapuleu and Salina Cruz, a second 
steamship service to Mexican porta 
will be inaugurated by j.->>s,.|i Ac us- 
trander of Seattle under the local 
agency of Greer, Courtney & Skene 
ot' this city, The new line which will 
be served by the German steamers 
Erna and Klla, formerly used in the 
Dutch Java royal mail service, the 
Klla, which i.-; now loading on the! 
Sound and which is to come here via 
Vancouver on Thursday starting the 
service. A contract has been made' 
between the agents of the new line and 
the Mexican Central Railway company I 
for a traffic agreement to interior 
points, and it is expected a subsidy 
of $60,000 a year will be received from 
the Mexican government. The Ella Willi 
proceed from here to San Francisco | 
whence she -sails for Manzanillo direct | 
under agreement with the Mexican] 
railway. 'Die sell, dale provide-; that 
the trip between -San Francisco and 
and Manzanillo be made within 5 1-^1 
days and Mexico City Is reached In; 
30 hours later. 

In common with the Canadian-Mexi- 
can steamship line the new service to | 
Mexico provides for through bills of! 
hiding over tile Tohuantapec National 
Railroad company's line and to audi 
from the United Kingdom and the 
Continent by the connecting .steam- 
ship !ine3 piying on tho Atlantic. On 
the northbound service a call will be 
made at San Diego, and it is expected 
that largo shipments of bananas will 
be made. . Arrangements are reported 
to have been made for 10,000 bunches 
for eacli steamer. 

It is probable that the new steam- 
ship serclso will shortly be extended 
to Central American ports and as far 
south as Peru. It Is stated that the 
Mexican government is prepared to 
double the subsidy given to the line 
if the service is extended to Peruvian 
ports. 

Description of Vessels. 

The Erna and Ella are both steel 
single screw steamers 3ti0 feet long, 43 
feet beam and 27.7 feet deep, with 
freight capacity for -1,000 tons and 
passenger accomodation for li-i first 
class passengers, all the passenger 
accomodation being on the main deck, 
24 second and 1,300 steerage. They 
are equipped with hydraulic hoists, 
electric light and refrigerating services 
and have a sea speed of- 13 knots with 
a daily consumption of 35 tons of coal. 

The Ella was formerly known as the 
Prlnzess Sophie and the Erna was the 
Prlnz Hendrlk. For several months 
the Ella has been cruising along tho 
Siberian coast between Vladivostok. 
Nlolaefski and Amur and Saghallen. 
Last autumn she returned to Kobe, 
where she received orders to proceed 
to Mororan. At Moraran she loaded 
railroad lies for the Mexican Central 
railway, which she delivered at .Man- 
zanillo. She arrived on Paget Sound 
last week and has b.-en taking cargo 
at Seattle for her first voyage in tin: 
new service. 

The intention of .Tebsen & Ostrander 
is to establish a service which will 
give the ports of British Columbia and 
Puget Sound connection via Califor- 
nia with not only Mexico, hut Central 
and Southern America. The steamers 
of the line will call at San Benito, 
Ooos, Champerico, La Llbertad and 
Other ports, going as far south as Cor- 
lnto and, returning, at La Union, Aea- 
jutla, San Jose de Guatemala and oth- 
er ports along the coast ot Califor- 
nia. 

Special attention is to be given the 
handling of fruit from Mexican and 
Central American ports to California 
Puget Sound and British Columbia. 
The service given will be on a four 
weekly schedule. Other steamers will 
be held in readiness to place on the 
service as soon as trade warrants.

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SHAWMUT AND TREMONT 
LEAVE THE PACIFIC 



United States Steamers Give Up Los- 
ing Fight to Keep Place in 
Trans- Pacific Trade 



The. steamer Shawmut sailed from 
San Francisco on Sunday for New 
York and the Tremont went from Ta- 
coma yesterday to San Francisco to 
load for the Atlantic, both steamers 
leaving the Pacific to be operated be- 
tween Xew York and the Panama ca- 
nal belt by the United States govern- 
ment. The Seattle Post Intelligencer 
laments their departure as follows: 

The fine freight steamers Tremont 
and Shawmut have departed from 
Puget "sound to make the long voyage 
to the Atlantic, where they will go In- 
to tho government service as trans- 
ports. Their departure from the Pa- 
cific marks the end of another experi- 
ment in the attempt to conduct Ameri- 
can lines of steamships across the 
Pacific in competition with subsidized 
foreign steamships and without gov- 
ernment aid or even a fair share of 
the government carrying trade, They 
are sold to the government at a price 
very much lower than their cost or 
the cost at which they could have 
been duplicated. 

Neither vessel would have been with- 
drawn from these waters or from 
American transpacific trade had any 
government aid been extended to it. 
Indeed, in the oriental trade it they 
bad been given a government carry- 
ing trade to the Philippines alone at 
any fair rate of remuneration. 

For six years the v< ssels ran reg- 
ularly between Puget sound and China, 
Japan and the Philippines. They were 
among the Very best American freight 
vessels ever pm into commission. They 
had the contract for carrying govern- 
ment freight to the Philippines, but 
secured but a small fraction of the 
business, because the quartermaster's 
department of the army gave- the 
steady preference to the foreign-built 
tramn steamships which were convert- 
ed into transports, and occasionally 
even gave a cargo to a foreign steam- 
ship as well.

Tills 
caused indignation at Seattle, which 
city had not been similarly honored, 
and requests of Seattle commercial 
bodies to have that city recognized in 
the naming of the new steamers of the 
Osaka Shosen Kalsha, which will 
operate between the Orient and Puget 
Sound In connection with the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and Puget Sound railroad, 
were made by cable. These were effec- 
tive. Advices from the Orient an- 
nounce that one of the liners will be 
christened Seattle Maru. The Tacoma 
Maru was the first launched and others 
were to have been named Canada 
Maru, Suez Maru, Mexico Maru and 
Panama Maru. One of these will be 
substituted by Seattle Maru.

PROPOSED JAPANESE LINE 
TO SALINA CRUZ 

Toyo Kir.cn Kaisha Expects a Subsidy 
From Japanese and Mexican 
Governments 



Regarding tin- proposed Japanese 
steamship line to be established by the 
Toyo Klsen Kaisha between Japanese 
ports and Salina Cruz to connect with 
the Tohuantapec National railway 
Charge d'Affalrs P. A. Jay of the U. S. 
legation at Toklo has forwarded the 
following statement to the Washing- 
ton government. 

"The Mexican government has ap- 
proached th,- Japanese Foreign office 
to enlist the hitter's assistance In 
making arrangements wdth Japanese 
steamship companies, In compliance 
with the request the foreign office 
has referred the- matter to the Toyo 
Klsen Kalsha, which year before last 
dispatched Its steamer, the Kasada 
Maru, to Salina Cruz with Japanese 
Immigrants. At the time of the Kaa- 
ado Maru's Initial voyage to Mexico 
the Tehuantopec Hallway was still 
building but since then the Toyo 
Klsen Kalsha, tin tin- result of Investi- 
gations of the locality, lias come to 
realize the necessity of a new line 
besides the one to San Francisco. The 
company has, therefore, promptly tak- 
en up the matter and made some pro- 
posals, lint It does not, of course, 
suppose that it can open a Mexican 
line, unless either the Japanese or tho 
Mexican government subsidizes it. 

"The distance ibetwoon Yokohama 
and Salina Cruz is about 0000 inllo-s 
and that between Ootitzncoalcos and 
Now York about .1,500 miles, while tho/ 
new railway Is 1S9 miles long, so that 
the aggregate distance Is about 8,000 
miles. While In point of speed the 
new route would be unable to compete 
with the San Francisco lino, it might, 
profitably bo used in the shipment of 
American cottons from Now Orleans 
and Galveston, find of Japanese goods 
which do not require quick transpor- 
tation.

"And finally when the great S.S. Bal- 
tic was docked at the White Star Co.'s 
docks immense crowds of excited 
people attempted to press their way 
upon board to welcome their friends 
and had to be kept hack forcibly by 
a very strong cordon of police. 

"These re-unions of friends were of 
course- very affecting and thrilling, and 
all tlo-se i> vents taken as a whole 
have left upon the minds of the spec- 
tators of them pictures which can 
:;. ver be effaced. 

"We were in due course all landed 
and very shortly afterwards I pro- 
ceeded upon my long journey to the 
westward and have come straight 
through to this city."

HANDEL'S MUSIC 



Unique Musical Event By Met- 
I lakatla Indians at Port 
Simpson 



At Port Simpson, on the northerly 
coast of British Columbia, a notablo 
entertainment took, place not long ago. 
This was nothing less than the ren- 
dering of Handel's Oratorio, "The 
Messiah," by a choral society consist- 
ing of some fifty full-blooded Indians, 
before an audience composed in largo 
measure of British Columbia abori- 
gines. To those who know, even 
vaguely, the history of the Pacific 
Coast Indians, the Importance of this 
event will at once bo plain. An ac- 
count of the entertainment, In the 
w.ords of one of the musicians, himself 
a full-blooded Tslmpsean Indian, is 
here given: 

On the 4th of January, 1009, there 
came to Port Simpson, B. C, on the 
Canadian' Pacific Railway steamer 
Princess May, a party of about fifty 
Indians, young men and women with 
their music books and Instruments, 
from New Metlukahtln, Alaska. A 
large crowd .of the Port Simpson In- 
dians greeted them on the wharf. No 
sooner had the visitors landed than 
they were escorted to a hall where a 
welcoming dinner wUs prepared and 
served by the Indian residents. And 
when the interchange of addresses 
were over, after the dinner, the Alaska 
visitors were assigned to their various 
places of entertainment after which 
they quietly left the hall and disap- 
peared among the houses of Port 
Simpson. 

It might be well here before we 
proceed further to give a very brief 
account of the place and the party of 
Indian visitors of which we speak. 
Port Simpson is on the northern bor- 
der along the shore line of British Co- 
lumbia. It. is a beautiful place even 
during the winter months, and con 
tains about a thousand Inhabitants 
perhaps eight or nine hundred of 
whom are Tsimpshean Indians. There 
are in this place several stores, some 
of which are owned by the Indians. It 
has a large Methodist mission which 
comprises a church edifice, a day 
school, a home for children and a 
large hospital. Besides the post of- 
fice, the telegraph station, custom 
house, etc., there are at Port Simpson 
some public institutions such as are 
necessary for the welfare and comfort 
of a town. We find here among the 
Indians a municipal organization, and 
to it is due the orderly behavior of the 
native residents. Evidencos of civil- 
ized life are clearly seen everywhere. 
What a difference between the Port 
Simpson of today and the Fort Simp- 
son .of a half century ago! Surely 
even among the Indians of the North 
Pacific coast the world steadily moves 
forward ! 

And the Alaska Indian visitors of 
which we speak, who were they and 
why did they come to Port Simpson? 
These visitors were the descendants, 
every one of them, of the Tsimpshean 
Indians that were converted to Chris- 
tianity through the labors of Mr. .Wil- 
liam Duncan, a missionary from Eng- 
land a half century ago. And it was 
in connection with the jubilee celebra- 
tions in honor of William Duncan as 
a missionary among the Tsimpshean 
Indians of British Columbia that these 
young men and women formed them- 
selves into a choral society for the 
purpose of rendering on that oc- 
casion some well known pieces of 
music, among which was Handel's ora- 
torio, "The Messiah." 

When the celebrations were first 
planned the committee in charge 
wanted them to bo carried out at Port 
Simpson on October 1, 2, and 3, 190", 
as being the place where Mr. Duncan 
first started his noble work in 1857. 
But unavoidable obstacles compelled 
the Metlakaheta people to observe the 
jubilee celebrations at New Metla- 
kahtla, Alaska. However, tho thought 
of visiting Port Simpson even with a 
small crowd of singers was never 
abandoned; and at last on the 4th of 
January, in the present year, the way 
was open and the Metlakahtla Choral 
Society came to Port Simpson to com- 
plete the unfinished part of the* Ju- 
bilee celebrations, in honor of William 
Duncan, who first came from England 
to bring Christianity and civilization 
among the Indians of the North Pa- 
cific coast. And it was to show their 
gratitude for the benefits of a Chris- 
tian civilization through the self-sac- 
rifice of one man that the Indian vis- 
itors came from Alaska to Port Simp- 
son as referred to above. 

Tho plan of the Metlakahtla Choral 
Society on their arrival, and with the 
hearty approval of the Port Simpson 
people, was to give three public per- 
formances during their two weeks' 
stay. This plan was carried out much 
to the satisfaction of the entire com- 
munity. Besides these musical ex- 
hibitions the Port Simpson Indians 
served luncheons and dinners to the 
visitors. There were also public meet- 
ing's held, some of which were re- 
ligious, and in all of these assemblies 
addresses were made and important 
questions were discussed relative to 
the progress of the Indians. 

Without mentioning all the other 
public entertainments, let us enter the 
Methodist church at Port Simpson 
and witness the performance of Han- 
del's great oratorio "The Messiah," by 
a band of Indian singers, about flftv 
in number, including the director, or- 
ganist and members of the orchestra. 

The old building is profusely decor- 
nted with evergreens and British flags 
and emblems. On the platform are 
the singers, and orchestra. The girls 
aro dressed in plain white silk, and 
very little ornaments if any at all aro 
w.orn. The young men plainly show 
that they come from a plain and work- 
ing people. AVe find none of the oper- 
atic adornments around the singers. 
The five soloists. Including the trum- 
peter, cannot be distinguished from the 
rest, except when each one comes for- 
ward to perform his or her part. Tho 
soloists did their parts very well, and 
considering their very limited oppor- 
tunities to acquire any musical edu- 
cation, much less voice culture, they 
compare well with professional sing- 
ers anywhere. The organist, as Is the 
case with more than half of the sing- 
ers, has been to elementary school 
only, and for a short time early In life; 
yet he reads and speaks good English, 
as well as being able to read any 
musical composition both classical and 
modern. The director has had better 
advantages; and although an Indian, 
yet ho possesses a collegiate and uni- 
versity education. On the evening of 
which we speak the choral society 
seems to be extremely modest in 
manner and Very indifferent to the 
tremendous applause of tho audience. 

The oratorio that evening was per- 
formed from the beginning to the end, 
with the usual omissions, by the Met- 
lakatla Choral Society, with the grace 
and dignity of a professional organi- 
zation. Not a single false note was 
sounded; not a single passage was 
carelessly handled. The theme of tho 
author was correctly Interpreted and 
nut to correct execution. From the

performed with precision, ability and 
an enlightened feeling, tho work of a 
great master — an inspired work sup- 
posed by some to ba the greatest of all 
musical compositions. 

The climax was reached when the 
Hallelujah Chorus was sung. It seem- 
ed as if every member was more than 
full of tho theme of tho passage. Tho 
audienco rose to Its feet and stood 
gazing up ward as if .they were actually 
witnessing somothlng in the skies! Af- 
ter listening to tho rendering of "Tho 
Messiah," tho Port Simpson Indians 
exclaimed, "What grand music! What 
a grand theme i How well the Metla- 
kahtla Choral Society sings!" 

Yes, tho Indians at Inst can sing 
"The Messiah." When they were prac- 
tising many of the most debasing 
heathen customs a half century ago, 
Who ever thought that some day the 
very descendants of those savuge abor- 
igines would render that great ora- 
torio? The Indians can sing, and wo 
believe that they can do more than 
sing. Let us hope that in the near fu- 
ture we shall find among tho ranks 
of useful and enlightened citizenship 
these very Indians. 

After a stay of two weeks at Port 
Simpson, during which time they wero 
royally welcomed and entertained by 
the Port Simpson people, and when 
the elegant steamship "Princess May" 
returned north again, our Alaska visi- 
tors took passage and went back to 
their homes across the boundary.

MORE CIVIL MARRIAGES 

Simple Ceremony is Becoming Moro 
Popular Yearly in Scotland

Feb. 1.— Civil marriages 
re greatly on tin- Increase in Scot- 
ind, am! their arrangement provides 
a lucrative business for a certain class 
of solicitors In Glasgow and other 
large towns. All the newspapers, par- 
ticularly those circulating in the coun- 
try districts, contain many advertise- 
ments, of which the following Is an ex- 
ample:— 

"Marriages privately completed, 
$2.60. Particulars sent free; experi- 
enced law agents; convenient all stal- 
lions." 

That is to say, for the modest su 
of $2.50 these men are prepared to 
secure tho tying of the nuptial accord 
Ing to the law of Scotland. The ex 
tent of this business Is shown by tho 
ilgures for the last year, when 1.3G8 
collides in Glasgow were married be 
fore the sheriff — an increase of 121 
over 1907 and an increase of 301 over 
190(5. 

The ceremony is of the simplest 
form. The couple go before the Regis- 
trar of Marriages and declare they ac 
cept each other as husband and wife 
On reaching the sheriff they are slm 
ply asked if they are the persons 
whose names are given. On two wit- 
nesses, however, devolves the 1 real 
part of the ceremony, which is to 
swear that one of the parties has liv- 
ed in Scotland for twenty-one days 
previous to marriage and that they 
have accepted each other of their own 
free will and while in their sound and 
sober senses. Ono sheriff has been 
known to marry a dozen couples in 
succession. Tho late Sheriff-Principal 
Guthrie, a most religious man, al- 
ways gave such couples the parting 
advice to go and get decently married 
by a minister. 

During the past year representatives 
of every trade and profession present- 
ed themselves before the sheriff at 
Glasgow, these Including doctors, law- 
yers, music-hall managers, teachers, 
students, and commercial travellers.

Story of Rostand's Play is Recalled by 
Paris Production 



Paris, Feb. 1. — "Chantecler" really 
does exist. The first act does, at any 
rate, for it has been read by M. Jean 
Coquelin, at the Porte St. Martin The- 
atre to the company which will play 
It. For the sake of all, save those 
Parisians to whom nothing theatrical 
in Paris is foreign, the history of the 
piece, If the piece roally exists in en- 
tirety, must bo recalled. After the 
success of "L'Aiglon," following that 
of "Cyrano do Bergerac," M. Edmond 
Rostand announced that he was at 
work upon .another play in verse, 
"Chantecler." Since then, every week 
or so, year in year out, Parisians have 
heard either that the play was finished 
or that it was' not actually even 
begun, or that It had been destroyed, 
and not a soul, except the author him- 
self, and his wife presumably, and 
possibly M. Constant Coquelin and his 
son Jean, really knew how matters 
stood. "Chatecler' has become a by- 
word, and before being played, or per- 
haps even written, it has been paro- 
died a dozen times already. Now there 
is proof positive that the first act. at 
least, is ready. The plot is still a 
secret, but the characters have been 
known for years. They are the birds 
of the air and the beasts of the field, 
and tho hero is Chatecler, to be, of 
course, impersonated by Coquelin him- 
self. 'One of the scenes Is laid in a 
farmyard. Madame Simonc, formerly 
Lo Bargy, Is to bo the Hen; Madame 
Augustine Lerlche, a star of force, the 
Guinea Fowl; M. Gallpaux, an up- 
roarious comic actor, the Magpie; M. 
Dorlval, who lias majesty, the great 
Barn Owl, the ringleader of the birds' 
conspiracy; and M. Jean Coquelin tho 
watch-dog. it is easy to guess that 
M. Rostand has gone back for his In- 
spiration to ancient folk-lore such as 
the "Roman du Renard," If which 
Brer Fox is tho modern descendant, 
but ho does not soem to have intro- 
duced Reynard In person. The com- 
pany, to whom tho first act has been 
read, say It is "magnificent, splendid, 
sublime," but vouchsafe no further in- 
formation. The production, deferred 
fur five years or more, is now an- 
nounced for the coming month of 
.March. 

President Had No Automobile. 

Paris, Feb. 1. — An amusing incident 
happened to the President of the Re- 
public at the inauguration of the Paris 
motor-car salon In the Champs Elysees 
President Fallleres drove up to the 
Grand Palais in his carriage. As ho 
Stepped out of It there was a roar of 
laughter, and M. Fallleres asked what 
it all meant. None of his suite could 
tell him, but a chauffeur on the edge 
of the crowd pointed to tho horse. "A 
lilppomobllo here!" ho said. Tho Pres- 
ident was very much amused, sent his 
carriage back to the Elysee, and when 
ho left tho Grand Palais a fine GO h.p. 
car was waiting to take him home 
again, He had realized, as well as 
the crowd did, that horses at a motor- 
car salon were a llttlo out of place.

Belgrade, Fob. 1.— The situation in 
the Near East Is quiet at present but 
It may be confidently predicted that 
this condition cannot last. The Ser- 
vians wero tho first of the Christian 
subjects of tho Porto to rise In re- 
volt, and to endeavor to work out 
their own salvation. This was In tho 
year 1804. For closo on a quarter of 
a century did the Serbs wage their 
unequal battle. At ono time they 
would sweep all before them, at an- 
other they would be defeated with 
a crushing and cruel slaughter. Servla 
possessed no seaboard like Greece, 
She had no ancient history with which 
to appeal to the sentiment of Europe, 
or if she had Europo was Ignorant of 
her past. Tho fleets of tho Powers 
could not stand by to see fair play. 
She had to fight alone, and the suc- 
cess of her efforts led the Greeks to 
follow her example. 

It is true that that the Servian sub- 
jects of tho Sultan received help from 
their brethren who were subjects of 
the Austrian monarchy, but this help 
was given surreptitiously. The Grand 
Seigneur was still a power to bo fear- 
ed, and Austria hud no desire to find 
•herself embroiled with Turkey. Still 
tho Serbs fought on till their freedom 
was acknowledged by the Porte, and 
Servla became an Independent State. 
The area or the new principality was 
very confined, Bosnia and Herze- 
govina, both peopled by Serbs, still 
remained under the domination of the 
Porte, and frequent wen- they efforts 
they made to follow the lead of their 
more fortunate brethren on the east- 
ern banks of the Drlna. in all these 
efforts the Serbs of Bosnia received 
material aid from the Serbs of Ser- 
vla, and when the Bosnian rebellion 
of l87fi broke out, the Serbs rose also, 
and declared war against Turkey. 

This was a bold challenge, but the 
outcome of the campaign, disastrous 
as it was for the gallant llttlo princi- 
pality, was not without honor. Osman 
Pasha, who afterwards became fa- 
mous us tho heroic defender of Plevna, 
was held at bay for many long weeks j 
under the heights of Zuiatchar, and a 
second Servian army entrenched on 
"the hills to the north of Alexanatz j 
barred the advance of the main Tur- | 
klsh army until tho Powers intervened 
and a truce was declared. In this 
campaign the Serbs were aided by a 
strong contingent of Russian volun- 
teers under General Tchernaleff, as | 
well as by a foreign legion in which I 
many English were enrolled. With! 
a few months of the cessation of this 
war a second and still more sanguin- 
ary conflict broke out between Russia 
and Turkey, and Servla, still weak 
from the exhausting struggle Of tho 
recent campaign, did not hesitate to 
mobilize her armies, and advance 
against the Turkish army holding 
Nisch. 

On this occasion the Serbs were 
victorious, defeating tho Ottoman 
troops and capturing Nisch, and there 
is no doubt that this diversion held 
In check some 40,000 Turks, and so 
facilitated the Russian passage of the 
Balkans. Russia lias never shown her- 
self grateful to her allies. When the 
Turks, thanks In a largo measure to 
tho assistance of the Roumanians and ! 
the Serbs, had been forced to sue for | 
peace, Russia occupied herself with! 
carving out of the conquered kingdom 
a new province, to be called Bulgaria, 
but Roumania and Servla wero left i 
unrewarded. In the treaty of Berlin I 
the two provinces of Bosnia and Her- 
zegovina were placed under the Aus- 
trian administration, Instead of being I 
incorporated with the little kingdom 
to whose gallant efforts they really 
owed their freedom. 

It is this act of injustice which has 
rankled in the breasts of the Serbs j 
for thirty years, ami which renders | 
them such uncompromising foes of the I 
Dual Monarchy today. Everybody re- I 
members how unwillingly the Bos- 
nians accepted their new iliasters, and : 
how gallantly they fought to preserve 
their so-called freedom and to eman- 
cipate themselves from Austrian con- 
trol. It required an army of 100, 0UO 
men and a four months' campaign bo- j 
for tho provisions of the Treaty of: 
Berlin were enforced. All this time 
the Serbs in the little kingdom stood i 
looking sullenly on. They were In no 
condition, after two wars with Turkey, 
to enter upon one with Austria, but 
none tho less they never hesitated to 
protest against the injustice of the 
Treaty of Berlin, and to expose tho 
hardship of tho rule of the Austrlans 
over their brethren on the far side of 
the Drlna. 

For many years there have been 
two standing prophecies with regard 
to affairs in the Near East. The one 
is that on the death of the Emperor 
Francis Joseph, the Dual Monarchy 
would fall to pieces, the other "there 
will be trouble In the Balkans in the 
spring.'' To the Serbs tho death of 
the Emperor means the release of the 
two administered provinces from the 
Austrian yoke, and their incorporation 
with Servla. There is no doubt that 
if a plebiscite of the inhabitants was 
taken there would be an overwhelming 
majority In favor of this step. In 1885 
the Powers sanctioned tho transfer of 
Eastern Roumeliu In Bulgaria; why 
then should not the wishes of tho in- 
habitants of Bosnia be considered now? 
The campaign tho Bosnians waged to 
stultify the Treaty of Berlin shows 
how bitterly they regarded the action 
of tho Great Powers In handing them 
over to tho Hapsburgs like a Dock 
of sheep, and now that Austria lias 
converted tho term "administration" 
into "annexation," the Serbs of Bosnia 
and the Serbs of Servla are alike 
agreed to throw down tho gauntlet to 
Austria as they did to Turkey three 
and thirty years ago. 

Tho Serbs are Slavs, and they will 
not light ulono. In tho Servian war 
of 187G some 30,000 Russian volunteers 
crossed the Danube to their aid. The 
samo thing will happen today. Aus- 
tria has enemies other than the Slavs, 
and already Garibaldi lias offered to 
place his aword at the disposal of 
King Peter, and he announces that 
he will como with 30,000 Italians to 
aid In their liberation of Bosnia. The 
Serb emigrants In tho United States 
aro already crossing the Atlantic to 
Tight for their Fatherland. 

A war between Servla and Austria 
would bo a guerilla campaign. The 
Serb could not hope to defend tho 
ppon districts in the north of the 
Kingdom, and It must be conceded 
that the Austrian army could occupy 
Uio line of tho Danube without much 
difficulty, but fhen they advance Into 
the mountainous regions, some thirty 
mites to the south of Belgrade, their 



difficulties will commence. 1 Servla 
will then bo a nation In arms. Its 
lighting strength must not bo judged 
by tho number of battalions It can 
put in the Held, but by the number of 
rifles. It was the Haiduks, or brigands 
wl^o broko tho strength of the Turks. 
Every Serb Is a born shot, and every 
Serb will fall into tho ranks when 
once tho word Is passed that tho Aus- 
trlans aro on tho way to Belgrade. 
Tho Serbs can put closo on 500,000 
men into tho field. 

On paper Austria can oppose to 
this force fifteen army corps, Tt in 
hardly possible that Turkey would 
hold aloof In the event of a war be- 
tween Servla and Austria. 



A CHAIN OF TROUBLE 



Countess Steiser Attompts Suicide as 
Result of Sad Experiences 



Paris, Feb. 1.— Madame Helono 
Steiser, known as Comtesso Steiser, a 
very pretty young woman, who had 
some very unpleasant adventures In 
tho past, has Just attempted suicide In 
consequence of another disagreeable 
incident, having been abandoned by 
her sexagenarian lover. Her troubles 
began before sho was 20 years of age, 
when sho learned that tho man with 
whom she had gone through a wed- 
ding ceremony, and whom she quite 
naturally considered her husband, was 
already married, and had a wife and 
children living. Thero was a trial and 
a separation, after which tho Com- 
tesso resided quietly for some ton 
years in Paris. About two years ago 
she met a very kind, olderlv man, with 
whom she fell in love. At last she 
thought that she was about to have 
a lawful husband, but sho learned that 
ho also was married. Her hopes 
again vanished, but she nevertheless 
maintained an affectionate admiration 
for her elderly lover, when two ad- 
venturers got Into the secret. and 
eventually blackmailed her out of 
nearly everything she possessed. One 
.of them was recently, convicted and 



given lodgings in Jail, but this did not 
help her to recover her lost means. 
As a climax, her lover ajso withdrew 
when^ tho trial was over, in conse- 
quence of a letter sent by one of the 
blnckmallers. After this the Coun- 
tess thought that sho had nothing 
more to live for, and proceeded' to 
commit suicide in a hotel at Fontaine- 
bloau by swallowing laudanum. Bo- 
fore making tho attempt sho sent a 
letter to a friend In Paris, who at 
once rushed to the station, caught tho 
train in time, and just got to Fontalno- 
bleau as the Comtesso was about to 
breathe her last. Tho vigorous in- 
tervention of her friend, a doctor, and 
a gendarme saved her, though it took 
twenty-four hours for her to recover 
consciousness. As soon as sho did so 
sho readied out for a revolver, which 
sho had hidden under her pillow, but 
her friend had been beforehand and 
taken out tho six cartridges with 
which she had loaded it. The Countess 
thereupon promised to make no fur- 
ther attempt on her life.

BRANDENBURG VANISHES 



Writer Accused of Crookedness 
Connection With Cleveland Let- 
ter Forfeits Bail 



New York, Feb. 1. — A warrant for 
the arrest of Broughton Brandenburg, 
the magazine writer, whose sale to the 
New York Times of an article alleged 
to have been written by Grover Cleve- 
land, resulted In his indictment on a 
charge of grand larceny a few weeks 
ago, was Issued today, by Judge Dow- 
ling. The case against Brandenburg 
on the grand larceny charge was to 
have come up before Judge Dowling In 
the Supreme Court today, but when 
the time came for the calling of the 
defendant to the bar, Brandenburg, 
who had been out on $1,500 ball, fur- 
nished by a bonding company, could 
not be found.

HEN a sensible man insures his life (as all sensible men do), his 
utmost care is exercised In the selection of a company that la 
safe. Security Is the prime requisite. A company that is not 
safo violates the first and fundamental principle of insurance, for It does 
not insure. Therefore, the man who is wise seeks, first und foremost, 
a company on which he can rely. 

Guard against the error of supposing that a company is strong 
simply because it is big. Mere bigness counts for nothing. It Is just 
as likely to be a source of weakness as of strength. You have often 

s i an overgrown, weak-kneed giant whose languid carriage and 

shambling gait showed unmistakably that his growth had outstripped 
his strength. In tho same way some Insurance companies. In their 
eagerness to attain colossal dimensions, have disregarded other consid- 
erations ef far greater importance. They may he bigger than their 
competitors, but nevertheless Inferior in financial strength and profit- 
earning power. 

On the other hand. It Is usually wise not to insure in a very small 
company. A very small company is more apt to be adversely affected 
by sudden fluctuations of mortality, losses on investments, etc., than 
its larger rivals. Moreover, If a company Is very small. It usually 
points to obtuseness, lack of energy, or some other fault on the part of 
Its managers. 

The question naturally arises, then, what are the best tests of. 
strength in a life insurance company? We shall endeavor to suggest 
several. 

TEST 1. The Dominion Government exercises a strict supervision 
over the affairs of life Insurance, companies, and has fixed a. minimum 
standard of reserve, to which every life company is obliged to conform 
or else be declared insolvent. The Imperial Life not only maintains

On the other hand 
a strong company will not be exposed to the same temptation to en- 
tertain questionable risks, because if It declines one application it is 
able without dllllculty. to secure others.

RATHER FIRM TONE 



Last Week's' Decline Fails to 
Cause Much Outside 
Liquidation 



New York, Feb. 1.— The day's de- 
velopments were regarded as nega- 
tively favorable to stock market val- 
ues, and the rather Arm tone of the 
market was tho consequence. The fact 
of most inlluenco on tho board room 
traders was that no large volume of 
outside liquidation was forced upon 
the market over the week end by the 
dropping tendency of prices last week 
and tho .sharp decline with which the 
week ended. Selling at the opening 
was so inconsiderable that the traders' 
demand to cover shorts with the pur- 
pose of taking advantage of expected 
selling was sufficient to advance the 
prices. Professional operations were 
renewed for a decline when the statu 
of affairs was perceived, but they were 
not pushed aggressively. 

The refusal of the supreme court 
to grant the petition of the Consoli- 
dated Gas company lor a rehearing of 
tho SO cent gas appeal caused another 
downward plunge In the price of that 
security, tho 115% which the price 
touched being lower than before the 
rally In the stock when the petition 
was illed. The general list showed it- 
self little perturbed by this break, and 
it again had a negatively good effect 
on the tone. The supremo court ac- 
tion seemed without effect In renewing 
tho misgiving of those who had begun 
to fear unfavorable action on the case 
to test the commodities clause of the 
Hepburn law. Reading, which is most- 
ly sympathetic with this case. was 
notably strong, with an influence on 
the whole list. 

The marking down of the price of 
copper and reports of storm damage 
to western railroads did not alter tho 
hardening tendency, but professional 
realizing reduced the extreme gains at 
tho last. 

Bonds were unchanged on call.

In studies jurisprudence attracts a 
larger group of scholars than any other 
subject. Thirty-eight are reported us 
selecting this course, while ID are 
working for the I3.C.L. degree. The 
pressure on the teaching appliances of 
tho University in tills department 
caused by the presence of the scholars 
bus necessitated an addition to tho 
teaching staff, and it has lately been 
announced that the Rhodes Trust has 
supplied the means to establish a 
special law readership. Next In favor 
come the courses in Llterae Human- 
lores, history, and natural science, in 
about equal proportions. Nine scholars 
take the theological course, and nearly 
every other subject provided for In 
the whole range of University work 
Is taken by at least a small group of 
the scholars. 

Fifty-four scholars completed their 
course at the University in the iast 
summer term. About 60 had done so 
the year before. It Is interesting to 
note that of tho American scholars 
particularly a large number have re- 
turned to take positions as assistant 
professors and instructors In the large 
American Universities. Oxford is man- 
ifestly enlarging greatly In this way 
the bounds of her interests and In- 
fluence. The day is evidently not far 
distant when the Oxford trained pro- 
fessor will be an ordinary llgure In 
every important American university. 



PILGRIMS KILLED 



Korean Pilgrims Were Mistaken for 
Robots By Japanese Soldiers 



Tokio, Feb. 1. — Great excitement was 
aroused In Korea lately by an un- 
fortunate affair which occurred in 
North Chollado. It appears that a 
party of thirty- three Korean pilgrims, 
on the way to worship at the grave of 
a former leader of their sect, encoun- 
tered first a number of Japanese 
gendarmes, by whom, on explaining 
their mission, they were allowed to 
proceed unmolested, and, subsequently 
a body of Japanese troops, to whom 
also they stated the object of their 
journey. Later a Korean interpreter 
is said to have informed the ofllcer 
In command of the troops that the 
pilgrims were rebels, and acting on 
this belief, the soldiers surrounded the 
two Inns where the Koreans were hav- 
ing a meal, and killed twenty-one of 
them, the remaining twelve escaping. 
This net is considered the more repre- 
hensible in that the unfortunate men 
were wholly unarmed, and not only 
In Korea, but in Japan, exemplary 
punishment has been demanded of the 
guilty parties, who, It is pointed out, 
should have made the supposed rebels 
prisoners. An officer, who was sent 
to Inquire Into the matter, has report- 
ed that the action of the troops was 
due to a mistake arising out of dif- 
ference of language and customs. In 
tho circumstances, the Japanese au- 
thorities have decided to give com- 
pensation to the families of the killed.

London, Feb. I.— The annual report 
on the operation of the Rhodes schol- 
arship system, illustrates the far- 
reaching inlluenco which this remark- 
able bequest Is likely to have. As the 
result of Its organization, LS9 men are 
in the present term at Oxford. Rough- 
ly speaking, this is a 20th part of the 
whole undergraduate body. Of this 
number, 17S scholars arc pursuing the 
ordinary courses of the University by 
the aid of the fund, while 11 men are 
ex-scholars, who remain temporarily 
at the University after their three 
years' term lias expired, either for 
the further prosecution of their studies 
or as fellows nnd tutors of colleges. 
All the principal, and some of the 
minor, Colonies of the Empire, and 
nearly all the States of the American 
Union, are represented, with a small 
group of German scholars In addition. 
Certainly there Is now no other cen- 
tre of training in the world where 
Colonials have such an opportunity as 
at Oxford to exchange ideas and get 
acquainted with each other as well as 
with students of the Motherland. The 
statement sometimes made by Amer- 
ican scholars that there is scarcely 
any university In the United States 
where a man can count upon making 
acquaintance with a body of students 
so representative of every part of tho 
Union as he can at tho English Uni- 
versity, seems it little surprising at 
first, but is probably Justified by facts. 

It is a wise arrangement which lias 
provided for the distribution of the 
men throughout the.

Drink Among African Natives 

Cape Town, Feb. 1.— In their annual 
reports on native affairs, the Cape 
magistrates are unanimous in deplor- 
ing the growth of the drink' habit 
among the natives, alike In the Col- 
ony proper and In the Transkerian 
territories. They tiro of opinion that 
to this is due most of the existing 
crime. "About three-fifths of the of- 
fences," remarks one magistrate, "may 
be directly traced to drink.'" Another 
asserts that "the drlnlt habit Is un- 
doubtedly fastening Itself upon tho na- 
tives and leading to the gradual de- 
moralization of the people." Brandy 
flowing like water, says a third, "may 
turn to streams of a fluid somewhat 
thicker than water." Almost all the 
magistrates say that the native would 
be practically crimeless but for drink; 
that he has a great weakness for 
drink, that a good deal of liquor is 
smuggled In, especially by registered 
voters, and that total prohibition is 
essential.
